FIVE LIVES LOST 


In the Path of a Raging 
Prairie Fire. 


Terrible Explosion in a French Col­ 


liery. 


S'irfc* Miners Known to Have Met Their 
Death Thereby. 


FOUND FIFTY FEET AWAY. 


M iner Blown From a Shaft by an E x­ 
p lo sio n -S ev en teen Men M eet D eath 
in a P en n sy lv an ia Coal Mine. 
Lock H aven, Penn., Nov. 4.—There was 
an explosion last n ight iii tho K ettle Creek 
Coal M ining Com pany’s mines, 30 miles 
west of this city, which were but recently 
opened. 
The explosion occurred in a new drift, in 
w hich 21 persons w eie at work. 
As soon as possible the m ine was entered, 
and IS dead bodies were earned out, and 
four others who were badly injured were 
found. 
One of the injured has since died1 and the 
others are likely to die, 
The cause of the explosion is unknow n, 
but is supposed to have been the striking of 
a fissure of a pocket of gas. 
This afternoon the disfigured and naked 
body of a m iner was found CO feet from the 
m outh of the air-shaft through which it 
had been blown. 
All but four of the mon killed or fatally 
injured were H ungarians or Italians, whose 
nam es are not given. The four are Samuel 
K illinger, P atrick Dennell, M ichael Curran 
and J. Carliston. 
The driver, nam ed J. 
Farrell, was entering tile drift w hen the 
explosion occurred. 
He was throw n to­ 
w ard the m outh aud escaped. His mule was 
killed, 
It is thought th at in m aking a blast "a 
gas feeder’’ was struck, tilling tho cham ber 
witll gas, which coining in contact w th a 
naked lamp produced the explosion. A gas 
feeder is a pi cket of gas em bedded in the 
coal. As soon as a pick is struck into it the 
gas escapes, and if anything ignites it an 
explosion follows. 
A special trout W illiam sport says. Many 
rum ors are g« ing tho rounds, and among 
them is one th at the direct cause of the ex­ 
plosion was :he uu.ski.ful use of dyn m ite 
la th e mines. lo conversation w ith one of 
the drivers who escaped it was learned 
an Italian bad obtained KXI sti ks of the 
deadly stud from the storekeeper in the 
m orning, and 
also loo caus, and 
had 
returned alter a fuse; but as there was none 
in stock, it is supposed th at ho had tried to 
s t it off in some other way, thus causing 
tho explosion. 
In a blacksm ith shop near the scene of 
the disaster lay the charred and unrecog­ 
nizable rem ains of August Pierson, who 
was blown out through the air shaft BO 
feet in the air and some of his clothing can 
be seen hanging to a lim b of a large tree 
near by. 
Next to him is Mike Curren. who was 
blown 20u feet o ut of tho m outh of lite 
n in e and was found dead in a ditch, still 
clinging to the handle of his shovel. Ho 
leaves a widow unit seven sm all children. 
Beside him lay P. F. Donley, who was 
also blown out of the m onth of the mine. 
Donley leaves a widow and four children. 
Then in a row are Sam uel Killinger. 
Charles Almon. John Carlsen. John Ander­ 
son. Stephen Plutoo and 
others whose 
nam es cannot be learned. 
John Fallon, a m ule driver, tells this 
sto ry : I was behind pushing the car, and 
in sticking up my head saw a flash. I m i­ 
med ately dropped to the ground, moving 
quickl as possible t ward the m outh of tho 
clf .f i and escaped uninjured. My m ule and 
a Swede m iner alongside of the anim al 
were killed instantly. I felt but little of 
the effects of the explosion, and its force 
m ust have been all above me. although all 
tho tim bers at tho m outh of tho shalt wero 
carried out 200 feet beyond the m outh of 
the drift.

STANLEY’S EXPEDITION. 


News D irect from the G reat E xplorer — 
N atives Who E ncountered His Com­ 
m and IO M onths Ago. 


Z a n z ib a r , N o v . 2.—Couriers from Tabors 
tiring direct news front the Stanley expedi­ 
tion. a north u of which was m ot at the end 
of November, 1887. by Arabs trailing be­ 
tween la ,e s V ictoriaN yntizaand Nnige and 
Tobora. These Arabs m et Stanley’s rear­ 
guard ut a point west of Albert Ny am a. 
southeast of Sanga, in t as the expedition 
I was preparing t 
eros- swam ps caused by 
trio radiation of the d ream t th at abound in 
iii At country, 
i he Arabs did not see Stanley. The de­ 
tachm ent seen consisted of 30 men. They 
stated th a t Stanley was two days ahead. 
The e .petition ban suffered greatly on the 
m arch through a thick forest, where it was 
impossible to advance more than a m ile 
and a quarter daily. They had also suf­ 
fered in the marshes where many had dis­ 
appeared to die. Forty were drowned in 
crossing a great river, th w ng from east to 
west. One w hite man had died. 
S 'anleyw as obliged to t uh! some tribes 
that, refused to supply bim with provisions. 
The expedition ti id often halted in the ex­ 
pectation of rote vitig reinforcem ents I rom 
the Congo. Til ■ rear guard, at the tim e 
met, had only been on tho m arch five days, 
after a halt of three weeks, due to the ill­ 
ness of Stanley and a great part of tho 
escort, who had b en attacked with lever.

These were 
covered slightly with soil and sulphur at 
the rate of -too pounds to the acre, and an 
additional diessing of the same fertilizer at 
the rate of 8*0 pounds per acre, m aking in 
all 1760 pounds, were sown. The trenches 
were then ti Bed level w .tii the adjacent 
soil. The application of sulphur was m ade 
to repel the wire worms which infect this 
soil. and which are supposed to cause scab. 
Two rows which onme up first were nearly 
ruined by the Pea beetle, and yielded at 
the rate of 276 bushels per acre, and the 
whole plot yielded at the rate of 58 s bush­ 
els per acre. Ii was reported th at one mw 
yielded at tho rate of lo re bushels per acre. 
The theory of the Rural New Yorker is th at 
deep 
planting and shallow cultivat on 
avoids disturbing the roots, and the wide 
trench gives the tubers a chance to grow in 
loose soil, and th at level culture lets the 
w Aer seitle in more ev n v than whet© tho 
rows are r aged up. 
In the four-page tract which is sent out 
d es rilling this experim ent and from which 
we have obtained the foregoing facts, we 
find no inept on of one of the most impor­ 
tan t points to he considered, especially in 
considering Hie claim of superiority for this 
m ethod of cultuie thai is tile nature of 
the soil. On dry soil. where plants are more 
apt to suffer from drought than from mois­ 
ture. probably this plan is best. But in wet 
soil, where water is abundant and apt to be 
in am ess at planting tim e. ridged rows to 
.rive drainage would probably be preferable, 
for in th it k nd of soil tho natural ahsorp- 
t on would keep tho ridge nm st enough 
while there was water any w ere in th e soil. 
Again the benefit of m aking a trench a 
foot wide so as to give the tubers loose earth 
to grow in. seems more im aginative than 
real. for if the soil was properly prepared it 
would be a lia s loose as that in th e trench 
after it had been filled in and pressed down 
ss it sho.lid lie over all kinds af seed th at is 
Planted. The potatoes used in this trial 
wore varieties that the public ane not much 
acquainted with, and tho nam es would be 
of little intel est.—[Min or aud Farm er. 


Bran acct Potatoes Compared. 
One hundred pounds of potatoes, worth 
40 cents, contain one pound protein arid 
lC.fi rounds of carbohydrates. One hundred 
pounds of wheat bran w orth CO cents, con­ 
tain 12.8 pounds of protein aud 47 pounds 
of carbohydrates and fat. 
It is quite evident says P rofessor h en ry 
In Hood’s Dairyman, th a t the bran is far 
cheaper than the potatoes for feedieg pur­ 
poses at tile prices nam ed, and. if a tan n er 
ran get 25 cents tier bushel for the po­ 
tatoes, ho can afford to haul them some dis- 
ance to exchange for bran at such prices. 
The potatoes would require cooking if fed 
rn cows. Professor Henry believes, how­ 
ever. th a t if one should feed potatoes to 
itock lie will get rather better results than 
w ould be indicated by a chem ical analysis. 
Animals require variety iii their loon in 
.ii order to m ake the best gains, and the 
Tanner who feeds nota ng but hay and 
bran or cornstalks and bran ail w inter lone 
will find th a t h r a tim e his cows will show 
rem aikable results from any new k nu of 
palatable foo they may receive. 
The actual feeding value of an apple or 
pickle m ay be very small, but " lien one s 
svst* in claves either it is pr bable th at at 
that tim e it is worth much beyond what 
the chem ist would assert. For this reason 
potatoes may have a higher value than tiiat 
giveii to them . but. if one is to feed a large 
quantity, Im may consider the figures given 
as about correct. 


A d van tage of Trench Culture. 
In the recent “Dotato contest” between 
the Rural New Yorker and the Farm Jour­ 
nal, a full ac ouut of which appeared on 
this page Get. 3. Hie value of the trench 
m ethod made itself apparent notw ithstand­ 
ing the destruction of m any of the plants 
in the trial plot by the flea beetle. This iact. 
together w ith th*' interest m anifested on 
the part of World readers for more definite 
•inform ation concerning th e trench method 
prom ulgated by tho Rural, justifies the fol­ 
low ing statem ent regarding the supposed 
r aven cages of the t rench m ethod, as ex­ 
plained i>y Mr. C arm an: 
T he enem ies to large yields of potatoes 
are. first, a deficient supply of suitable sol­ 
uble food; saeoud, drought; third, a com­ 
pact m edium in which to develop. Solu­ 
bility of iood can be secured only by m oist­ 
ure. The potato plant, before the tuber 
licgins to form, needs no more m oisture 
titan m ost plants w.tb succulent stem s and 
leaves. The tubers are 8 < per cent. wate r, 
and they develop and m ature in a coni par - 
a i n cly short period. W hen they are devel­ 
oping, a full su-qdvof m oisture must be 
suupl cd or the potatoes are checked. Suc­ 
ceeding favorable w eather can then induce 
only a second grow th,which, though it may 
add to the bulk of the crop, cannot increase 
its* value. 
frenches, if of am ple size, supply a m el­ 
low. con emal m edium for the potato’s 
grow th. The roots freely extend w hither­ 
soever they will. In this unres sting soil 
the tubers form, grow and m ature. The 
roots readily find the r food, while the mel­ 
low. deep soil conserves moisture. It is 
well known th a t surface cultivation in 
tunes of drought tends to hold the m oisture 
underneath. The soil of the trenches, if 
properly made, acts throughout upon the 
sam e principle as the surface cultivation. 
T he tubers and roots have nothing to over­ 
come except ihe com paratively gentle re­ 
sist nee of a yielding soil 
The moi.-ture is 
conserved by porosity. The gentlest rains 
or ' veil dews readily penetrate and per­ 
m eate the loose soil, while evaporation is 
retarded by the folia e, which soon covers 
the entire trench. Only shallow, level en - 
tiv a tn n is givi n. Bv the old m ethod the 
plough or cultivator is run both ways, 
throw ing furrows towards the plants, 
l ite 
fibrous ro Is are severed, while the plants 
are in a m easure deprived of the m eans o: 
gathering mo sture. th e severed roots being 
exposed to the d re d action of air and sun. 
and th e heaped-up soil acting as a shed 
which carries the rain from where it is most 
needed to where it is least needed. 
Finaiiy. when potatoes are planted but 
tw o or three inches deep in furrows, the 
grow ing tubers are n- cessarily crowded in 
a very lim ited space. W hen planted six 
inches d e e p -provided always th a t the soil 
above is m ellow -tuber-oearing stem sissue, 
as it were, from several di e m it planes or 
si ones. There are several Hers of tub rs. 
fairly separated from one another, instead 
of tieing, cs in the old way. crowded all to­ 
gether. The tubers form ed in trenches are 
of better shape th an those in hills, and it s 
rarely th e case th a t they grow out of the 
soil, th u s becoming sunburnt and w orth­ 
less.

I would like Professor Stew art’s 
opinion as to w hich ib the cheaper form e 
to buy. Prior to this year J notice the but­ 
te r rations in th e Country 
G entlem an 
m ostly included oil m eal in lead of cotton­ 
seed. 
I th in k th ere has been a change in 
favor of the latter. W hich is the cheapest 
for me to buy, oil m eal at $29 per ten. or 
cottonseed at $28 to m ix with cornm eal at 
$23. or bran No. 2, as sample, at $20?

1. No sour whey gets in contact w ith 
sm all cans, lienee there can I e no seeds of 
ac ditv to sour your m ilk iii hot weather. 
2. The small < an has more cooling surface 
according to am ount of rank, cool ng it 
more la idly and thor uglily. (Being sure 
not to cover eau till the iii lk is thoroughly 
cooled.) 
3. The am ount of m ilk in each can is so 
sm all th at the “ cowy” sm ell e-cap s w ith­ 
out stirring, and thus ( bviates this m uch 
slighted work of stirring. or airing, which 
w itn tho m ajority of pattens exists only in 
nam e, not iii natute. 
One season’s experience in this direction 
has given me good tea on to t el eve in sin a i 
i an s ttiug. O ut o: 25 patrons throe dis- 
ooeved rule* aud kept their m ilk in carry­ 
ing cans. In spite of their assertions of 
stirring and coo ing, tho e three furnished 
more sour and tainted m ilk than the other 
22. I cons der this a pretty strong mgu- 
nient in favor of sm all can setting. Ju d g ­ 
ing by the t mo of tho 22. another year the 
three disobedient* will have to relorm or 
“get.” 
Factory mr n an I cheese m akers, who ara

The modo of setting out young forest 
trees on Hie prairies, in tho best and most 
economical m anner, is described by Robert 
Douglas, who has had experience with 
millions. 
Tile following has been con­ 
densed from his description in the Garden 
and Forest: Mf he ground is first m arked 
b ttli ways, as for corn-planting; at each in­ 
tersection a man strikes his spade down 
vertically, and pushes the handle backward 
and forward, m aking a slit in the ground. 
into which a boy inserts a tree. The eartli 
is then pushed against it w ith the loot, and 
the tree is planted. B ut this is not tho 
m ethod recom m ended by Mr. Douglas, as 
the roots are thus cram ped, aud m any of 
the trees die. The tru e way is to put the 
ground in clean and perfect condition the 
previous year, and harrow it in spring. The 
workm en ate divided into com panies of 
three each, or with ta o men and an act ve 
buy. The ground is m arked liorii ways. 
The trees have been tied in bundles of loo 
each, of equal length, and these are alter­ 
nately supplied by the boy to the two men 
witli their spades in contiguous rows on 
e cli side. Each m an str kes ins spade close 
to Hie cross m ar <, raises the earth, the boy 
inserts the tree, the earth is replated, aud 
the planter presses his foot firmly on it, as 
he pa ses to the next m ark. The three 
plant two and a half trees each a m inute, 
or 4500 in a 10-hour day. 


S o u th ern T im ber. 
The tim bers of the Southern States are 
becom ing scarcer every year. There as in 
the N orth, the early settlers regarded the 
forests as obstacles to be got rid of, by cut­ 
ting and burning, to m ake way for the 
plough. In this respect they far surpassed 
N orth in the destruction of the tim ber, 
burning, draw ing aw ay—anything to get 
rid of the wood! and clear a place for cul­ 
tivat ng the soil. As a consequence, aided 
by th e more recent sawmills, m any species 
have become scarce; t i ere are still, how­ 
ever. large forests to licit' mid. Tile species 
m ost nu iierous now are the elm. pine, 
w hite oak, poplar, red cedar, maple, ash, 
cherry, cypress, cottonwood, aud of less im- 
tance in the com m ercial value, the oak. 
w alnut, aud hickory. Tho willow is used 
quite extensively for tile m anufacture of 
b ask ets. itgrow s quite rapidly, and n many 
pin es widow farm s started are returning a 
handsom e income. 
Some of the more highly prized woods are 
becoming quite valuab e ou account of 
their scarcity; amoug them we find tho 
loplar. 
w alnut, oak aud hickory. 
The 
goiter woods are more abundant, and also 
grow to a much larger si e than the sam e 
species farther North ; the cottonwood, for 
instance, often reaches 50 feet to tile first 
branch; the grain is not so close, but 
alm ost all m ake a very beautiful finish. 
The red or sweet gum is now more exten­ 
sively used than form erly; it is somewhat 
disposed to warp in drying, but ts beauti- 
ful color and the tine finish of which it ad­ 
m its are rapidly bringing it into a higher 
estim ate as a commercial wood. From the 
present outlook the red gum. cottonwood, 
sycam ore and overcup oak will soon play 
the principal part in the lum ber business of 
th e South. 


T H E M H E A X ANH T H E CLOVER.

R egard to M u lch in g—E xperim ents 
at the O hio Station. 
T he w riter was too busy to put in his 
word on this subject when tile rest did; but 
as several references were made to his 
little experiments, perhaps a brief history 
oiut may yet be of service. 
I have some laDd with a northwestern 
exposure, which is also quite poor, where 
w heat is apt to winter kill. There was about 
an acre of this kind in a field put into wheat 
last fall. I happened to think that perhaps 
a mulch of straw would help it somewhat. 
so on half of the spot—about half an acre— 
I spread with great care an ordinary jag of 
straw. There was probably about half of a 
big load, or half a ton. I did not dare put 
it on thickly, siuce, having no experience 
in this lino, I did not know but it might 
smother the wheat. The application was 


the field, although much of it is g< od 
land, I think there is not a half acre 
having as heavy 
a sod as that where 
tho straw lies. When I mowed through 
this place I could leel the mcahine hang 
back, as it does when taxed to its utmost 
capacity, and a blind man could feel the 
let lip when I passed out of that spot, lf a 
load of straw to the acre will make the poor 
spots grow clover, to say nothing of the 
wheat, equal to the richest portions of my 
fields, why. I shall certainly use more, 
i 
do not understand how this could be: but I 
give the facts. It certainly was not winter 
protection that made the clover grow so 
finely, as it was not sown until spring. To 
one looking down under the clover and 
see n-r how littlo straw there is—hardlv 
enough now so lie con d find it—it does not 
eem that so little could make any differ­ 
ence one way or ihe other. 
I had the great pleasure of a call from the 
directors of the experiment stations in six 
States, lately. 
They were shown this 
mulched spot as one of the most wonderful 
tilings I had on the farm. I suppose Pro­ 
fessor Roberts referred to it in bis article 
when lie tells of what he saw in (ihio. Now 
I hope these gentlemen will try straw tins 
winter on some of the poor, exposed spots 
on their grounds, and study into the matter 
for us farmers. I intend to put consider­ 
able on my "heat, as soon as the ground 
freezes so a team ran be taken on without 
in ury to it. I do not know whether it will 
pay on the hest land. I do not know whether 
the straw will decny so as not to be raked 
up in Hie hay the year after uexL I wish I 
did : but I shall put ii on e posed and poor 
snots any way and take the chances. Tho 
straw will lie so closely on the ground that 
I think I can get the hay without the straw, 
even if the straw does not decay, by setting 
the rake a little high. Where one is grow­ 
ing clover to-be ploughed under to bring up 
poor land, a cont of straw cern# to me to be 
list the I i«st possible thing; for if itis turned 
under it w ll ensure a heavy stand of clover.

Experiments at the Ohio Station. 
The following is the summary of the vari­ 
ous wheat experiments conducted at the 
Ohio Experiment Station, some of which 
have been noticed at length in preceding 
number: 
Varieties—The 
Hungarian, 
Egyptian, 
Theiss, Tuscan Island, valley and Nigger, 
among the red bearded wheats, are recom­ 
mended as worthy of trial: of tho smooth 
red wheats, Hie German Emperor, French 
Prairie. Michigan Amber and Wyandotte 
red; of white wheats, the Martin’s Amber, 
Democrat and Silver Chaff (smooth). 
Quantity—While the thick and thin seed­ 
ing show good results in favor of light seed­ 
ing, we do not recommend for general prac­ 
tice less than live pecks, nor more than 
seven. 
Time of seeding—South of the forty-first 
parallel we believe that wheat should lie 
sowed alter the loth of September, but the 
northern section will bear earlier sowing. 
Depth of seeding—So far as tested, til© 
deptli of seeding, within reasonable limits, 
does not affect the yield. 
Winter 
protection — Tho 
experiments 
made here in the n ay of mulching do not 
justify us in even venturing an opinion 
until we have given it a further trial. 
Preparation—Thorough preparation of the 
seed bed is one of the greatest essentials 
toward securing a good crop. Plough early, 
stir the ground thoroughly and often, make 
the surface smooth and level, so that water 
will not stand in low places; then put the 
wheat in when theground is in good, friable 
condition, not too wet. and nature will fin­ 
ish the work without further aid.

EN SILA G E. 


P ra ctica l Farm er* Ho Not L ook w ith 
F avorable Eye# on th e S ystem . 
Dr. J. B. Lawes says in the London Agri­ 
cultural Gazette that practical farmers 
have never looked with Very favorable 
eyes at Hie system of ensilage-in fact they 
have looked upon it more as a kind of 
plaything, suitable for landowners who 
have had farms thrown upon their hands. 
It is said that the last disastrous hay-mak­ 
ing season has 
caused many practical 
farmers to direct their attention to ensilage 
who have never done so before. 
Ho bas upon his farm about 50 dairy 
cows tor the production of milk. which is 
sold in l ondon, and above IOO head of cat­ 
tle of various ages. The questions whether 
silage w as a good food and also an economi­ 
cal I od. aud whether it could take the 
place of hay and roots, were therefore ques­ 
tions of considerable interest and import­ 
ance. All his evidence points to a very 
considerably larger loss of food in the silo 
than there is during haymaking, and Hie 
loss appears to he larger iii grass silage 
than in clover 
In one set of experience 
where green.oats were made into silage and 
were fed to oxen against the ripe crop, cut 
into chaff, straw and grain together. Hie 
silage proved so inferior to tho ripe crop 
that lie was led to think that much of the 
starch of the grain, which when put into 
the s lo was quite soft was dt stroyed dur­ 
ing the process of fermentation. 
Dr. Lawes lins not seen his way to substi­ 
tute silage for root crops, nor can he say 
that where seasons are favorable for hay­ 
making he can see Isis way to converting 
these crops into silage, lf, however, silage 
is only to be made rn those seasons when 
good hay cannot be made, it will lie argued 
that a silo is not required, and it will 
be better to adopt the stack s stem. A good 
silo is. lie thinks, indispens ible wiiere farm 
crops are regularly grown lor sit go pur­ 
poses, hut under other circumstances tho 
cheapest method by which the ii casuary 
pressure eau be obtained is perhaps tho 
hest. 
With a rainfall w hich averages about 28 
inches per annum and a dry atmosphere, he 
has come to the conclusion that upon his 
farm, which is about one-half permanent 
pasture, and one half arable, ensilage can 
not he adopted successfully as part of the 
regular farm crops, but it is of great value 
during wet seasons when good hay cannot 
be made. 
lf lie lived in other parts of the British 
isles, where the atmosphere was moist and 
the rainfall greater, he would then place a 
much higher value on Hie process, as he 
would consider ensi I age crops as part of tho 
regular system of tho farm.

T U E FERTILIZERS*. 


T h e V alu e of Ashe# for Onion# and 
P otatoes. 
Under certain conditions ashes are very 
valuable as a garden manure, but some dis­ 
crimination must be made iii their applica­ 
tion. 
My experience with them is that 
they should be applied aud well worked in 
the soil before planting the seed. Last year 
I tested them iii the hill with potatoes. I 
planted two rows manured with a liberal 
quantity of ashes, another with lime, a id 
another with well-rotted poultry manure. 
All were applied iii the hill. The notate es 
in ttie rows wiiere ashes were applied were 
scabby- more so than I would like—the rest 
were entirely free, nice and clean. In pre­ 
vious trials, where the ashes were scattered 
broadcast over tile land and thoroughly 
worked into the soil, they proved very 
beneficial, wi’hout injuring the potatoes, as 
when ap lied in tile hill. 
Last year I 
planted my salsify in a place where a largo 
br sh pile had been burned, leaving a 
heavy 
coat of 
ashes 
all 
over 
the 
hill, which was afterwards well ploughed 
and 
harrowed 
and 
laid 
off 
in 
drills, in wh ch the 
seed 
was 
sown. 
I 
never 
had 
a 
finer 
crop. 
The 
roots were large, nice and smooth. The soil 
was new black loam. Scarcely a weed 
made its appearance, while the year before 
the weeds were very trouble ome. and as 
the land had never been in cultivation they 
were allowed to mature their seed. 
A good 
top dressing of unleached ashes is especially 
valuable for onions, if not. applied too thick: 
hut to some tender vegetables they do more 
harm than good when used as top dressing. 
They are especially good for loosening a 
stiff soil. on which their effect will be ap­ 
parent for a long time, and in tile orchard I 
do not know of anything more valuable. 
I he saving of ashes will ray manifold, even 
at the expense of building a place for the 
purpose of storing them. But to obtain the 
most profitable results they should be 
thoroughly worked into Hie soil. especially 
in tho gar ion. ana should not be applied 
directly to root crops. Finally, their effects 
are more apparent on a stiff, clayey, or 
hard-pan soil than on a black, sandy loam.

A Germ an paper, in an article on the 
present m ethods of rope m anufacture from 
hemp. Mid the determ ination of the differ­ 
ent qualities and probable strength simply 
from the appearance, lays down tho follow­ 
ing rules: "A good hem p rope is hard but 
pliant, yellowish or greenish gray in color, 
with a certain silvery or pearly lustre. A 
dark or blackish color indicates th a t Hie 
hem p has suffered from ferm entation in Hie 
process of curing, and brown spots show 
th at tho roue was spun w hile the fibres 
were damp, and is consequently weak and 
soft in those places. Again, .som etim es a 
rope is m ade w ith inferior hem.> on the 
inside, covered with yarnsof good m aterial, 
a fraud, however, which m aybe detected 
by dissecting a portion of the rope, or, in 
practiced hands, by its behavior in use. 
O ther inferior ropes are made w ith short 
fibres or strands of .unequal strength or un­ 
evenly spun the rope iii the first case ap­ 
pearing woolly, on account of the num ber 
of »lids of fibre# pro ecting, and, in the 
latter case, the irregularity of m anufacture 
is evident on inspection by any judge.” 
lf apple pomace is to he fed in w inter it 
m ust also be protected from frost. When 
it is thaw ed after freezing stock eat it as 
freely as any food. A fter my stock have 
become accustom ed to it they eat it a t all 
times, but its feeding quality is m uch im­ 
proved by ferm enting. This process com- 
piett s its cure. A silo is not necessary, and 
yet it m ay be advisable for storage 
When 
I rem ove the pomace for feed, I deal it out 
in a way sim ilar to any other product, giv­ 
ing cattle w hat they w ll consume. I have 
tried keeping pomace in a m ill w here straw 
is used, out find it is impossible, as the 
straw adm its air in the process of ferm enta­ 
tion, which induces mould 
and de ay. 
Straw m ust be discarded if one wishes to 
preserve pomace. 
Lawn grass is often injured instead of 
benefited by being covered w ith coarse 
stable m anure, lf the ground is poor, and 
especially if the raw clay becomes a com­ 
pacted surface am oug Hie grass blades, the 
necessary hum us is lacking ami an applica­ 
tion of line compost or any vegetable m at­ 
ter reduced like leaf mould will help to 
give tile proper surface, open to the air and 
unpacked by rains, which tho grass needs, 
and which the decay of its own blades grad­ 
ually supplies in tic course of perhaps 20 
years. Even if the ground is rich, closo cut­ 
ting constantly practised m ay prevent the 
roots from becoming strong enough to push 
up good blades. At least once a year tile 
law n grass should be allowed to grow Ioug 
for the purpose oi securing corresponding 
strength of the roots. 
“Looking over m y records,” say.# Profes­ 
sor Alvord, ”1 find th at w ith cows of like 
age and breeding, those which calved in 
Septem ber and October gave from 800 to 
1000 pounds of m ilk more per year than 
those th at were fresh in the spring. I also 
find th a t the w inter m ilk is considerably 
richer than th at m ade from succulent pas­ 
turage of the spring and early sum m er, and 
from one to two quarts less of it is required 
to m ake a pound of butter. I estim ate th at 
two pounds of butter w ill bring a# m uch 
money in w inter as three pounds in sum ­ 
mer.

I hts will stet) w hat in prac­ 
tice has proven a great abase. The duty on 
fillers tobacco is reduced, so th a t Havana 
tobacco for fillers to cigars may be im ported 
w ith advantage.

It is very difficult to fall-plough a field of 
sorghum alter the stalks have been cut 
down. The stubs are mudti more hard, and 
the roots run deeper than with an equal 
grow th of corn. This is in accord w ith the 
fa rt th at sorghum roots endure drought 
m uch better than corn. A w inter’s freez­ 
ing will. however, loosen them , and they 
can he easily broken un then. 
Professor Storer says a ration of 30 pounds 
of pum pkin per cow daily will increase the 
How and im prove the quality of m ilk. More 
than this quantity should not he elven. 
Pum pkins are very cheap food, as a couple 
of tons can be grown to the acre w ith the 
corn crop. The seeds of the pum pkin ought 
to be rem oved before feeding. 
W aldo F. Brown announces him self a 
convert to the value of corncob and meal, 
says the Kansas City Live .Stock Indicator. 
From actual experience, he says, lie is pre­ 
pared to believe th a t tile I 2 or 14 pounds of 
cob. when ground fine, are w orth as m uch 
as the saute num ber ot pounds of corn. In 
stating this he keeps in m ind Hie fact th a t 
the cob possesses less nutrim ent and much 
less intrinsic value, yet feeding—which is 
the true test -show s th a t w hat tile cob docs 
furnish is w hat Hie cattle need to balance 
the ration. 
Mr. Brown lias so far expert 
monied w ith this m eal for cattle only, hut 
intends to try it on horses and swine. 
So long as the s ed will germ inate and get 
a slight foothold iii the soil, it is better to 
sow tim othy seed rath er than defer Hie 
seeding until spring. 
This grass is very 
hardy, and will m ake some grow th during 
the warm days until the ground tree es up 
for good, lf tim othy seeding is delayed 
until spring, the young plants will not get 
rooted before the grow th of grain or weeds 
or a possible drought checks them 
C utting dry corn fodder into one-half inch 
lengths does not add anything to its n utri­ 
tive elem ents, hut Professor H enry has 
found by actual test th a t it will cam e it to 
produce from IO to 40 per cent, m ore but 
ter. All th a t is here done is by m echanical 
means, putting the fodder in better shape 
for digestion. Digestion costs force, and 
force costs fodder. 
Sheep are fond of the bark of young trees, 
and if well led will be less apt to attack 
older ones, the hark of which has become 
rough. But it is always safest to avoid all 
danger by applying to Ute la rk som ething 
wh ch will repel 
them . 
D ifferent sub­ 
stances have been used. one of tho best of 
which is a m ixture of lim e wash, common 
or whale oil so tp and sheep dung. Mi 
tv ll 
into a thick liquid or paste, aud apply to 
the bark. 
Get farm ditches w ell started before the 
ground is fro: en, aud Hie work m ay proceed 
w ithout hindrance 
long after frost has 
closed th e earth to tho depth of three or 
four inches, or even more. 
Ditching fau n lands, w hen there is neces­ 
sity is one of tim m ost profitable im prove­ 
m ents th a t eau be devised, costly though 
the work may be.

West, and 
it forms the centre of the 
struggle of the Mongolian and the C hristian 
civilizations. Just m idway betw een the old 
and tho new, the aristocrat in his European 
clothes rides in his jinriksha. pulled by a 
bare-leggcd brother w ith a shaved head, 
and it is the com m ent of the social world 
th at the Em press has lately throw n off her 
comfortaiffe, airy, loose Japanese gown for 
the tig h t stays and the bustle of Mr. Worth 
of Baris. 
The crowd upon the streets is a strange 
conglom eration of the E ast and West. < >ne 
Japanese has on an Am erican hat and beside 
him walks another, his head covered w ith 
a wheel of straw as big as a boy’s hoop, and 
fastened around his chin w ith a s tra w braid. 
Both have on Japanese gowns, w hich are 
open at the chest and tied around the hips 
with a girdle, but Hie m an w ith the Am eri­ 
can hat may have his loot stuck into wooden 
stilts or Japanese sandals, w hile the shoes 
of the other are undoubtedly m ade in a E u­ 
ropean workshop. Japanese husbands neatly 
clad in th e latest Broadway or Bond-street

It ntak> s 
one th in k ot Am sterdam aud the overhang­ 
ing eaves of the houses, the junk boats sail­ 
ing through the city and m en acting as 
beasts of burden carry out the idea of Hol­ 
land. The wind m ills are absent, however, 
but the bay of Yeddo stretches aw ay in the 
distance, and the country has th at rem ark ­ 
able green verdure w hich m akes the Dutch 
land so beautiful. 
In the centre of the city m ay be noted 
specially fine buildings. Some of them are 
of m odern architecture and 
others are 
ram bliug Japanese palaces. They are sur­ 
rounded by high em bankm ents on which 
the trees grow and these are faced w ith 
m assive walls of stone. Around the whole 
runs a wide m oat and this is know n as the 
castle. It was the seat of the Feudal gov­ 
ernm ent and in it is now located the new 
palace of Hie Mikado. The im m ense plain 
stretching away on every side is filled w ith 
houses and there are 250.000 hom es lying 
below you. Tokio has 1,000.000 inhabitants 
and a guide book of the town states th a t it 
was nothing before 1600. It is the youngest- 
great city of the E astern world and it will 
probably grow under the new regime. 


Clatter, clatter, clatter! W hat apoise the 
people m ake as they go along th e road! 
They all w ear wooden sandals and their 
stockings are a kind of a m itten w ith a 
linger for the big toe. D uring w et w eather 
their sandals become stilts and the whole 
iapaneso nation increases its stature by 
three inches w henever it rains. 
These 
sandals are held to the foot by straps com­ 
ing over the toes, and there is a straw sole 
between th e foot and the sandal of wood. 
A tall Japanese on a stilt sandal closely 
approaches the ridiculous. He som etim es 
tucks un his long gown under his belt to 
keep it from being spattered by the m ud. 
and the backs of bis bare calves seem to be 
w alking off w ith the man. 
The japanese walk is peculiar. The m en 
put their feet straight in front of them , like 
the Am erican Indian. They lift them high 
off tile ground and they have a get-there- 
air about them . The women wabble and 
wabble; they bend over as they w alk and 
they have w'hat, is now in America, the 
fashionable stride. 
T heir little feet in 
sandals tu rn inwards and all fem ale Japan 
is pigeon-toed. The Japanese shoe store is 
of wooden w are rath er than of leather, and 
the cobbler m ends his shoes w ith the chisel 
and planer. 


The sights of an American street are miss­ 
ing. T here are few carriages aud fewer 
horses. You may not m eet a cart in a 
m orning's walk, and the street car, an ew 
institution here, is seen only on the Ginsa, 
w hich is Tokio’s F ifth avenue and Broad­ 
way all in one. The avaricious cab m an is 
missing, and the jinriksha m an has taken 
hts place. These bare-legged, big hatted 
m en d art here and there throughout Tokio. 
and they will run their sturdy legs all day 
for a dollar. You m ay hire them for IO 
cents an hour, and you eau have two m en 
to pull you for double fare. There are 80,- 
000 of them in Tokio alone. They are in 
general use all over Japan, and China is fast 
introducing them . I felt rath er asham ed a t 
first of using a m an as a beast of burden, but 
one soon gets used to it and urges the hum an 
horse to hurry. Tho average jinriksha costs 
about $20. 


Japan is a land m ade and run by hum an 
m uscle. The cattle and horses are few, 
and hum an sw eat m akes Jau an ’s bread. 
The m ail wagons are pulled by men, and 
the streets and the castle grounds are 
watered by 
push 
carts. 
It is hum an 
m uscle 
th at 
cultivates 
Japan. 
C attie 
and horses are no part of Japanese country 
scenes, and an Am erican plough, which 
1 saw in a Tokio 
store, 
was 
pointed 
out 
as a 
curiosity, 
lf it is used at 
all. it will prolia Iv be pulled by men. 
As 
it is, the land is m ade hollow w ith a sort of 
a m attock, which is very heavy, aud which 
lias a (Jade about six indies wide and two 
feet long. The rice fields of Japan are liv­ 
ing m onum ents of hum an labor, and every 
grain of rice you eat represents a certain 
am ount of hum an muscle. The fields m ust 
be Hooded again and again w ith w ater and 
the plants are transplanted from their first 
grow th into rows. I have seen m en and 
w omen I y scores bending their backs and 
hoeing tills rice. aud I am "old th a t their 
wages run from lo to 20 cents a day. 


It is a curious thing th a t nearly all the 
horses in Tokio and Yokoham a are stal­ 
lions. They are black, thick-necked ponies, 
aud they are used, as a rule, for driving or 
riding. 
lite best class of horse flesh m akes 
a fine show in Tokio, and the turnout of a 
Japanese aristocrat is w orth noting. He 
Ii s usually a betto or out-runner who goes 
ahead to clear the way. aud ids coachm an 
is stiff and painpous. Speaking of the stal­ 
lions, some years ago. I arn told, it was 
ordered by the governm ent th at tho stal­ 
lions be kept in certain districts and the 
m ares in oi hers. How this may I e I know 
not. save th a t a t Nikko, iii Hie Interior. I 
found all mares, 'rho N ikko horses were 
beasts of burden chiefly, and they carried 
great loads in pack saddles on their backs. 


The f art horses are very curious. I saw 
one led by a rope h alter in the hands of a 
brown-skinned old m an who had a fiat 
round piece of closely braided straw as big 
around as a good-sized parasol on hts bead. 
Hts ti et and those of his horse are shod 
w ith str iw, and the straw shoes are in both 
cases tied around the ankles w ith straw 
rope, and are m ade of ordinary rice straw 
braided so th a t they form a sole for tho foot 
about 
a 
half 
an 
inch 
thick. These 
shoes cost about a cent a 
pair, and 
when then they are worn off they are 
thro u t away. 
Every cart lins a stock 
of fresh new shoes tied to Hie horse or to 
the front part of the cart. and in the coun­ 
try here it was form erly th e custom to 
m easure distance largely by the num ber of 
horseshoes it took to m ake the distance. 
So m any horseshoes m ade a day’s journey, 
and tho average shoe lasted, if m y mem ory 
serves me. lor about eight miles of travel. 
It is the sam e w ith the coolies. They throw 
away their shoes when they are worn out. 
and last night, when I was rid ng in one of 
these man-power baby carriages, my ostricli- 
like steed stopped, threw away his straw 
shoes and w ent barefooted. As he did so I 
w atched the roadway and counted eight 
pair of worn out straw shoes in a single 
block. 
___ 
T he harness of tho work horses is as queer 
as th eir shoe-. The saddle is as big as a 
Indy’s si- e-saddle aud it is fully eight inches 
high. The crupper is bound w ith cloth, 
and it is as big around as your wrist, and it 
raises the horse’s tail up as though he had a 
chestnut bur under it. The carts are as 
rude as the harness, and tit hot w eather 
there is a sort of a straw m atting cover 
stretched over the horse by m eans of two 
long poles extending out Horn the front of 
the cart to protect the horse from the ray# 
of the sun. The same is dctto with the 
oxen, who here work, as a rule, single or in 
single file, and the oxen are shod Tike the 
horses, w ith straw. Animals, however, are 
very few, and m an power runs the country. 
They run t very well, too. aud Japan is a 
land which shows w hat m an can do w ith­ 
out any beasts of burden to speak of. 
H ere are fine bridges, big tem ples, great 


W aldoboro, Me., Oct. 27.—In this town, 
one of th e oldest settlem ents in the Pine 
Tree State, m any large ships, noted for 
stanchness and good sailing qualities, have 
been built. B ut of late years the decline in 
shipbuilding has left its m ark in this staid 
old town. For some years past not a square- 
rigged vessel has been built. A few fore! 
and-aft schooners have been put up, bu t Ute 
num ber has been sm all. At the present 
tim e there is only one vessel building here, 
and it can well be term ed the G reat E astern 
of schooners, for such it is, a vessel larger 
than m any ships. T his trem endous piece 
of m arine architecture is to hwve five m asts, 
the first vessel of th a t rig built in Hie 
U nited States. 
L eavitt Storer, w hohas constructed m any 
ships, is the builder, and at the present 
tim e be has more than I GO men at work on 
the "big schooner,” as she is called here, in 
order to insure her com pletion before the 
river closes for the w inter, w hich generally 
occurs about the 1st of December. 
The new schooner will be know n as tho 
Governor Ames. H er owners are Oliver 
Ames, Fred L. Ames and Oakes A. Ames of 
Easton M ass.; W illiam T. H art, John Gold­ 
thw aite, W illard Jialry m n le and H enry 0. 
Delano of Boston: S. ll. Tingley, D. W. Da­ 
vis, George Bucklin. John H eathcote of 
P rovidence; George IL Chase. E dw ard K. 
Morse. Captain E. G. Davis and J.B . West, 
gate of Fall R iv er: A. L ongstreet of Chi- 
f 
ago, Albert H. W inslow of T aunton. Hon.

W ork on th e G overnor Ames began tho 
latter part of July, the lines being taken 
from a model by A lbert H. Winslow, de­ 
signer, of T aunton, Mass.

In th e m ain 
and sister keelsons 40 tons of 1!,« and IU 
bolt iron has been driven, and in the Boor 
ceiling 30 tons of I U and I Vs bolt iron has 
been used from keelson to lower deck 
clam ps, rh o betw een deck’s fastening is 
I U and I Vo-inch bolting. Tile ceiling is 
edge bolted from the m ain keelson to the 
upper deck clam ps. From the outside tho 
schooner is b u tt bolted from Boor tim ber 
heads to gunw ale through and through, 
and In addition IO streaks on bilge are b u tt 
bolted every sixth tim ber through and 
through from luff of bow to bends aft. In 
this fastening 1-inch galvanized iron has 
been used. The m aster fastener says that, 
in all of his work as a m aster fastener he 
never before saw so m uch iron put into a 
vessel of her tonnage.

I h e Governor Ames is being b uilt to carry

Origin of the Locomotive Cab. 
[New York Sun.] 
"U ncle” Dan Fisher lives a t Old Say­ 
brook. W hen about 17 years of age he com­ 
m enced railroading in the capacity of fire 
m an on the New York, Engineer Sam uel 
Dougherty, the first locomotive ever run 
over t ne Harlem road. 
T o ‘‘Uncle D an” is 
due the honor of m aking an im provem ent 
on locom otives which engineers are thank­ 
ful for in w inter and during the storm s in 
sum m er. 
The locomotives in those long 
past tim es had no cabs, it being thought 
th a t anything th at would tend to protect 
the engineer from Hie weather would also 
tend to obstruct the view of the track, says 
the Now Haven Union. 
One day during th e first w inter on the 
M inerva, which locomotive is still in ex­ 
istence. and was exhibited 
recently in 
an industrial exposition, a violent hail 
storm sw ept along Hie line of tile road. 
It was 
impossible to m aintain a watch 
on Hie track, as the huge particles of ice, 
driven against tho faces of the engineer 
and firem an by tho furious winds, had 
m ade several gashes and bruises, so the 
tw o men on the engine crouched behind 
th e boiler and trusted to i’rovidence to 
prevent accidents. 
On bis retu rn from 
this trip “ Uncle D an” obtained several 
long strios of wo< d. which he steam ed 
ami bowed over the narrow spare occu­ 
pied by him and his fireman on the engine. 
This fram e he covered w ith canvas. 
At 
the front he nailed several boards, leaving 
a space for a large pane pf glass on either 
side of the whistle d< me. This was the first 
cab ever placed on a locomotive, and,! hough 
not as fancy as those of the present-day, 
served its purpose as well.

W h y a Youn g D em ocrat Believe# In 
Free W ool. 
To the Editor of The Globe: 
Much has been said about protection and 
free wool. Not b ing a politician, but a 
Toter, when the question of free wool was 
first introduced I had no opinion, but now 
being a constant reader of T h e G l o b e light 
begins to dawn upon me. and I think our 
great 
dailies are doing much to en­ 
lighten the people upon this and other 
subjects. 
For 
my 
own 
part 
I 
am 
now 
beginning 
to 
get 
it 
through my wool. I have read both sides 
of the argument, and have made up my 
mind that free wool would be a great bless­ 
ing to everyone in this country, even to our 
wool growers. Tire wool growers do not 
live by wool alone, but by every extra lamb 
to make meat and mutton. Judging by 
the price of lamb and mutton in Boston. I 
think sheep raising profitable, if that m at­ 
ter of growing wool for a profit was left out 
of the question altogether; but as it is, I see 
no cause for alarm. As soon as the rest of 
our working people get it through their 
wool the better for them. and all others 
living here. I believe in protection for 
man factored goods. 
I have lived in Florida for some years, lf 
any oi your readers who believe in protec­ 
tion being kept on wool, or rather in wool 
being taxed, if such a one will go with me 
to Florida, when he returns he will he con­ 
verted. I will convert him by showing him 
am ati who started with 5000 sheep; at the 
end of a year ho had i3 OOO to 14.000, all 
told, hy increase, and these 8000 or siOOO 
sheep aid not cost him to raise as much as he 
will get for the fieece when taken off each 
sheep’s hack, say nothing of ail the mutton 
and lamb clear profit. Can Europe beat 
this with lier lands worth $300 to $500 
an acre, while we can buy good graz­ 
ing land at $1.25 t i $2.50 per acre? 
We can grow the whole sheep, wool and all, 
for less than Hie manufacturer pays duty on 
a single fieece. Many will question this 
statem ent; nevertheless, I think I can prove 
it, There are millions of acres of land in 
Florida where it does not get cold euough 
to iniure a young lamb any day in the year. 
I will quote from United States Govern­ 
ment Agricultural Report of 1882, page 88, 
Headed "Stock Raising in Florida": 
Cattle raising has long peen one of the 
most lucrative branches of business In 
Florida in large portions of the State, nota­ 
bly in the southern, the growing of 
crops has been neglected for Hie all-absorb­ 
ing business of cattle raising, which is at­ 
tended with no ex Dense save Hje personal 
supervision of the herds. The cattle range 
on the public domain through the year. It 
is not uncommon to find men owning 
thousands o! head of cattle witiiout tho pro­ 
prietorship of land, and many count their 
stock by tens of thousands. I l e profits are 
fabulous, us the cost of keeping the cattle is 
only Hie expending efor herding and m ark­ 
ing, no food I eing required other than the 
natural supply, 
i lie rais ng of sheep 
and glowing of wool is also a most 
profitable 
industry, 
as 
sheep 
thrive 
thr utjp the year on the natural pasturage, 
and ie pure iio care except herding. The 
Business when it has been prosecuted as a 
reliance has yielded from 33 to 90 per cent, 
per annum profit. 
Tile above is only a part of what Uncle 
Sam lias said through ins agent, as I did 
not want to rn ike it too long. If the above 
be true, and we assert it is. the growers of 
sheen have nothing to fear, 
a ik! ii it costs 
too much to raise sheep North, there is 
plenty of room South, w here sheep raising 
is easy.

The 
rem arkable success of a young

Up to IO years ago voung 
Ericsson worked in a powder m ill in,Sweden, 
w ith his uncle. Desiring to win fam e and 
fortune he left his native place and cam e to 
America. 
Hero he worked at ono trade 
aud another, finally learning the drug 
business. 
He 
corresponded 
w ith 
his 
uncle in tho old country, and a few years 
ago the uncle told turn th at he had been 
successful in inventing the now fam ous 
powder in tho study of which ho had spent 
so m any years, and at once offered to tho 
boy the right to m anufacture in America 
this new compound. Five weeks ago a 
patent, was granted to Ericsson for this 
substance, and it will be know n to the 
trade as “extralite.” 
The new powder, which looks m uch like 
dam p corn meal, and which has an odor 
about it winch druggists would at once 
recogn’z.e as oil m yrbane, is easfly made 
over a stove. The w riter saw somo of it 
m ade over 
a 
little 
lire 
in Hie back 
room of Mr. C urran’* drug store in New 
Britain, and then bv special invitation 
saw the experim ents m ade by Mr. Ericsson 
and Mr. C urran ar, their experim ent station 
on Shuttle Meadow m ountain. Tho first 
throe trials were to prove th a t the m ixture 
cannot he exploded in Hie open air. A sm all 
fire of wood aud leaves was m ade and then 
two pounds of the yellow compound were 
pu t into the fire. Powder or dynam ite sub­ 
jected to such a test 
would 
explode 
violently, but the new invention would 
neither explode nor burn. It was saturated 
in kerosene and then about one half of the 
quantity burned slowly. Next, a roll of the 
com pound about the size of tho largest fire­ 
cracker was tested by th e insertion in it of 
a dynam ite cartridge. This cartridge was 
touched off w ith a fuse. hu t its explosion 
did not explode the new substance. Pow­ 
der or dynam ite tested thus would produce 
a violent concussion. Next, some of it was 
put on a stone and hit with a sledge ham ­ 
mer. It did not explode. Powder or dynam ­ 
ite would have exploded. At no tim e has 
it been possible to explode the new sub­ 
stance in the open air. 
T hree m en who have blasted stone for tho 
city of New Britain for m any years were 
then asked to assist in blasting rock. A 
hole tw o feet deop was drilled iii the hard­ 
est rock to bo found en th a t portion of the 
m ountain. Tho experts said th at were 
they to blast it with powder two pounds 
would be required: w ith dynam ite, half 
th a t 
am ount, and 
it was dec ded to 
try 
w hat 
nine 
ounces 
of 
the 
new 
com pound would do. T hree rolls, each 
containing three ounces, were placed iii 
tho 
hole, 
a id 
having 
been 
properly 
connected w ith a fuse, Hie whole 
was 
tam ped solidly. The fuse was lighted, and 
shortly alter the air was lull of t ying 
Bowlders, and ttie rock was blasted to frag­ 
m ents. All tests go to prove th a t this new 
powder, which actually does the work of 
blasting powder and dynam ite, and which 
can ne m ade very cheaply, is perfectly 
harm less to handle, and rail shipm ents of 
it are safe. Tho m anufacture will b e a t 
once commenced in New Britain for the 
trade. 
I he French governm ent last year 
paid one m illion francs for lite regilt to use 
it. Ttie street commise oner will use it in 
his work in tho city quarry.

That Books Talk.

Difference of color am ong tho races of 
nu ii is unintelligible to m any savages. 
Caroline Islanders, Vancouver Indians and 
natives of Now South W ales expressed the 
belief that th e w hite tint of the skin i os- 
s ssed by Europeans was tho result of 
paint, and the latter dem anded the recipe 
for tho dye. In New Guinea. Gaboon and 
other places, the first whites had to subm it 
to have their skins rubbed briskly to ascer­ 
tain that it was not pa nt. 
Queen Pom are 
of Tahiti thought the tirst negroes she saw 
were painted Ida k, and rubbed their faces 
to assure herself of it. 
Differences of language im press other 
savages greatly. 
Florida Indians could uot 
comprehend why the Spaniards did not 
understand their language, and a C onnu 
chief m anifested great astonishm ent when 
Captain Hall confessed th at he could not 
understand Corean. Ross says that Fsqui- 
maux appeared greatly astonished when 
tliev found that he spoke another language 
than their own. An African tribe was con­ 
vinced th at every ono understood its lan­ 
guage, aud th at tho-e addressing them In 
another tongue wished to offend them , ln- 
habitantsof M arianne Archipelago asserted 
that there was no other language than 
theirs, and th at all others wero but incom­ 
prehensible sounds. 
Many of tho natives of the West India 
and South Sea Islands and Indian tribes of 
North aud South America thought th at tho 
first white people they saw cam e from 
heaven. Esquim aux believed th a t tho first 
ship arriving on their coast cam e from the 
sun or the moon, from w hich latter planet 
cam e the crew. 
The sound of a drum surprised m ost a 
Brazilian tribe, tho Chamboyas, while New 
Zealanders and Fucgians were intensely 
pleased w ith the sound of a penny whistle. 
Most savages avo frightened ut the sight 
and 
sound 
of a steam 
engine, 
and 
Fly 
river 
Indians 
of 
New 
Zealand 
tied in great fright from a sm all steam 
launch. A like effect was produced by the 
sound of a ship’s bell am ong tho Ad­ 
m iralty Indians, and some of our own Indi­ 
ans wore greatly frightened at the ringing 
ot a sm all bell. 
Barth caused somo natives 
of a certain locality to Hee precipitately by 
playing on an accordant!, and others wore 
equally im pressed by the m usic from a 
small music box. 
Nome negroes on the eastern frontier of 
Congo w ire gr atly astonished a t finding all 
tho w hite persons wearing clothing, not 
im agining 
how tliev 
could procure so 
great a quantit y. So pleased were the simple 
natives of a chantry to the south of Sahara 
with buttons th a t Bark was kept somo tune 
buttoning amt uiilm ttoum g bis coat to show 
tho u«o of these attachm ents. The king of 
Hondo and his officers greatly adm ired an 
umbrella, and were some tim e iii learning 
h o w to tire a m achine so m arvellous, and 
New Zealanders were equally impressed 
with ono. delighting to open aud close it. 
The inhabitants of an island iii tho Fast 
believed th a t Hie m an. his clothes and hts 
shoes wen* of one piece, and were only con­ 
vinced of the contrary by a close e vain Ala­ 
tion. A genegal tribe w as convinced th at 
this m ust be the case w ith tho missionaries. 
.Some women on the I.orders of the Great 
Sahara thought the Abbe lo ire t had a 
green skin because he wore gloves of th at 
hue, and others iu a nom adic tu b e of 
Morocco were very m uch frightened at 
seoing Drum m ond Hay pull off ins gloves. 
Tasm anians were very much surprised to 
see a traveller do the same. African Caus 
thought Hie boots were a part of the natural 
bono, and wondered much th a t they should 
be dark while the faces were white. An­ 
other African tribe thought th a t a mis­ 
sionary was detaching his feet when re­ 
moving his shoes, and 
that 
his 
black 
stockings were a detachable part of a 
double skin vvitli which ho was provided. 
'The Uazaram os of Africa thought th at 
another, who wore glasses, had four eves, 
one pair of which was dc tacbable. Homo New 
Zealanders wore persuaded th a t a wig was 
but the skin of the bead, and th at its re­ 
moval was accom plished by magic. Ha­ 
waiians thought Cook s officers were honied 
because they wore three-cornered chapeaux, 
and believed th a t their pockets were en­ 
trances tn great natural reservoirs of treas­ 
ures w ithin their bodies. 
Chairs delighted tile natives of New Zea­ 
land, especially when 
tliev found they 
could carry them about. 
A M arquesan 
chief was struck w ith astonishm ent at find­ 
ing that he could m ake a bell ring by pull­ 
ing the rope. 
Guinea negroes, T ahitians and the tribes 
of the New British Archipelago believed 
that cloth, arm s, hatchets, m irrors and 
other objects ot the kjjid were fruits of the 
earth, and T ahitians sowed nails to raise a 
crop, while Caritas planted gunpowder in 
the ground with a sim ilar expectation. 
Canadian aud Iowa Indians were most 
impressed in London and Baris with the 
butcher shops, tilled w ith quantities of 
m eat. 
A savage carried to the court of 
Charles IX. of France was greatly aston­ 
ished to see the Swiss guard, six feet high, 
w ith huge m oustaches aud halberds, obey a 
beardless stripling of an odicer. 
Several A ustralian tribes, as well 
as 
natives of New South Wales and Mexicans, 
thought the horse and rider inseparable, 
and were exceedingly astonished to see the 
hum an part of Hie Centaur descend from 
his perch. 
South cea Islanders thought 
the first horse brought on shore was a jug, 
to which latter anim al they were accus­ 
tomed. 
K am schatkans thought all anim als un- 
darstood their language, and addressed Hr 
them most battering words. 
Yacuts of 
Siberia call the bear Lord, Illustrious, Old 
Man, Good J athel’, and beg of him hum bly 
tho permission to continue their journey. 
'i Ite tiger is nam ed Lord or G randfather by 
Cambodia. Hives, and the A m iami tea call 
bun S ir'l iger, and address pr yer* lo him. 
Philippine Islanders 
bog tho crocodiles 
not to do them any barm ; while inha I- 
tauts of one of the Fin islands th in k Hie 
shark will not attack them if they call out, 
"I am from Colum bia” (their village). 
G uaranis of B ra/d, when the horses of 
Europeans wen* res: less, begged them to bo 
still and promised lo teed them well. Some 
natives of the M arianne Islands carried 
presents to a horse to obtain from him per­ 
mission to pull a few hairs out of his tail! 
The Khas, an indo Chinese people, can 
only add two by the use of their lingers, and 
the same s true of the H ottentots and the 
inhabitants of Fezzan. The Coirons, a New 
Guinea tribe, can onlv appreciate the value 
of any limn i or after they have counted 
from one to that num ber on the fingers. A 
chief of a liberian tribe and a Corunna of 
E ast Africa could not tell how many chil­ 
dren limy had (seven in one case) w ithout 
telling them on their fingers. 
Livingstone and Du Cliaiilu both testify 
to the impossibility of m aking savages un­ 
derstand now thought is com m unicated by 
w riting and reading. 
Tribes have been 
found, from the West to Hie E ast Indies, 
whom no am ount of explanation could 
show how it was possible to convey words 
by pen and paper. Tim Bassoutas of Africa 
say it is impossible, for you cannot m ake 
the paper speak. There is a well-known 
anecdote of a Fi lam I believe, who was sent 
alter some tools, the message, being w rit­ 
ten on a chip, astonishing tho savage by the 
procurem ent of the tools. A Tongan chief. 
upon seeing w hite m en write, asked th at 
they should put Hi rn upon the paper. As­ 
tonished al finding a person who just then 
(•nine up could read his nam e, he still asked : 
"W here are my head, my arms, my legs?" 
etc., deem ing the picture necessary to the 
conveyance of the idea 
Canadian Indians could not com prehend 
how, by looking at the num ber of a page, 
the reader could tell how m any pages pre­ 
ceded it. A Missouri river tribe, seeing a 
traveller read a fragm ent of a newspaper, 
thought it a charm to cure sore eyes, and 
w anted to purchase it at any price. Brazil­ 
ian Indians could not be m ade to under­ 
stand how the white people who collected a 
vocabulary of their language could, by re­ 
ferring to their w ritten lists, m ake them ­ 
selves so easily understood iii so short a 
ime. 
Some tribes think the books speak to the 
readers, Caribs and G uiana Indians so be­ 
lieved, ami some Esquim aux.seeing a priest 
read from the Evangelists, thought th at he 
heard tile voice of the book and repeated it , 
to them . Tribes in Africa. South America 
and Oceanica thought the reader was con- 
v rsing w ith the book, aud W eddell said a 
Fuegiau put the book to his ear. in order to 
hear the sound of the voice th at spoke to 
Hie reader. In West A ustralia books and 
letters are thought to reveal hidden secrets, 
and are called "speaking papers.” It was 
inexplicable to them th at the person re 
reiving a letter amp tinning the sending of I 
a num ber of sheep should tie able by it to 
detect a loss of one. Some Cochin China 
Bauuois were likewise astonished at find­ 
ing th at a dem and for double fees for carry­ 
ing a letter was defeated bv the letter 
itself,the w riter having announced the pre­ 
paym ent of the sum. A California Indian 
boing detected iii tne th eft of one out of a 
num ber of loaves of bread wtiich lie was 
carrying to a missionary, adopted the plan 
of hiding th e note under a stone the next I 
tim e, to th a t it should not see hun eat the j 


bread. Canadian Indians. Brazilians and 
Beruvians thought books and letters were 
spirits, or live beings. 
It is frequently difficult, to induce savages 
to take money, and Hie French, after long 
possessing Senegal, have not as yet suc­ 
ceeded in circulating their coinage. 
Barter 
is tho only m eans of trade known to m ost 
of the African tribes, and I .ivingstone found 
that they would choose a batton w ith a hole 
in it rather than a gold coin, and the 
T chucktchernes of {Siberia m ake a sim ilar 
choice. Many natives of the Fast Indian , 
islands will only accept gold and silvery 
coin* th a t can be used as jewelry or orna­ 
m ents. 
The earliest travellers rem arked the fond­ 
ness of the sav age for a m irror. I ooh says 
New Zealanders were overwhelm ed with as­ 
tonishm ent a t seeing their figures reflected 
from one, while Ross and Hays note the 
sam e of the Esquim aux. A m irror is most 
appreciated bv tho inhabitants of the islos 
of the South sea. An Owyheean was lost iu 
astonishm ent and adm iration a t sight of his 
Image, and the sim ple people of other isl­ 
ands burst into peals of laughter at Hie un­ 
looked for vision. W hen 
a m irror was 
shown to the aborigines of New South 
W ales they at first drew hack. then, con­ 
vinced that the images were their own, 
burst into laughter. 
An Arab chiel of the 
Sahara looked at bis features for several 
hours, then jum ped, and leaned with oy. 
Some, on the contrary, are freighteued on 
first seeing the reflection. Somo Alaskan 
Indians, who cam e on board ship. at first 
viewed th -ir forms in 
the m irror w ith 
great indifference until ono happening to 
move, they observed the m ovem ent in the 
m irror, when they im m ediately left tho 
cabin.

Ewing, 
This is the refrain tlyit m any of the 
bakers of Boston have been singing ever 
since Mrs. E m m a I ’.Ew ing,the noted kitchen 
economist, gave expre-sion to her well- 
m eant criticism I on tho m anner in which 
the breadm akers of the Hub prepare the staff 
of life for our intellectual populat on.It was 
thought, therefore, th at when the announce­ 
m ent was m ade th at Mrs. Ewing would 
deliver a public exposition of hor ideas on 
the m ixing and baking and eating of bread. 
at tho Y'oung W om en’* Christian Associa 
Hon building last evening, tho bakers would 
rally to the front in goodly num bers ami 
listen to w hat she had to say. They were 
specially invited, but they d id n ’t come to 
any great extent, lf they had. they would 
have learned th at Mrs. Ewing has only the 
m ost kindly feelings tow ard th e craft., as 
well as a profound respect for the im portant 
business they are engaged in. 
There was a large gathering of interested 
ladies, how e'er, and to these, by the aid of 
lier table full of spick span utensils. Mrs. 
Ewing explained the art of m aking th a t 
favorite 
epicurean 
standby. 
"V ieuna 
bread.” 
"T he im perial roil,” said Mrs. 
Ewing, "is the best bread mado in Vienna, 
and 
V ie n n a B re a d , b y t h e W a y , 
has been the loader of th e world for 200 
years, and I shall m ake it tonight just as it 
is m ade there. W hen I get through I hope 
that you will have discovered th at even a 
woman Is able to endure tho trem endous 
Physical struggle of-.m aking bread 
Now, 
in the first place. I take a half pint of sw eet 
m ilk and a half pint of hot w ater of 75 
tem perature. 
The wise ones have de­ 
cided 
for 
us 
th at 
8 8 1 
and 
70 
is 
tip- proper tem perature for tis; 7 5 ’ is w hat 
is best for the bread. I break up this two- 
cent cake of com pressed y eah and dissolve 
it with some of the w etting just made. 
W hat w etting we now have is sufficient for 
two m edium sized loaves of bread. I itnag 
ine I hear som e economical housewife e x ­ 
claim : "W hy. th at would he at the rate of 
one cent’* worth of yeast to one loaf of 
bread. 
I could never stand th a t!” I will 
venture to say th at in the bread box of th at 
lady at home you will find all the corners 
filled w ith wasted bread. Good bread never 
goes to waste, even when it ii stale. 
"H aving dissolved Hie yeast, I put it in 
the w etting and then ink- in tho flour. This 
is w hat we call a ‘straig h t’ dough, and I 
hopo th a t the term ’stia ia h t’ 
V a n A p p ly t o A ll r o o k i n g . 
I put in just euough flour to m ake it con­ 
sistent. which will depend altogether on 
the quality of the tlour. Now—aud hero is 
an im portant point—I take tho dough to a 
place w here the air is good aud pure. and 
begin to knead it. Chi m ists tell us th at 
pure air is as essential to good bread as it Is 
to tho hum an life itself, aud in my opinion 
kitchens and bakeshops ought to no on the 
top of the house, instead of in th e basem ent. 
It is impossible to prepare pure food in an 
im pure atm osphere.” 
Incidentally referring to tho piano on the 
platform at this point, Mrs. Ewing said: 
"I doubt not there are in this city today 
several 
thousand young husbands 
who 
would give all the music that, their wives 
could pound out of a piano, if they could 
have good bread and delicious coffee for 
breakfast. Music, painting and Kensington 
work are all lovely, but hungry m en can ’t 
live on them .” 
Then she continued: "I now add half a 
teaspoonful of salt to the w etting, and a 
sm all quantity of this is essential to the 
ferm entation of the bread, 
lf we put too 
much in, it will destroy the sw eet, nutty 
flavor of tho bread, and salt 
S h o u ld b e (Taed t o D e v e lo p F la v o r , 
not, to destroy it. 
This terrible dough- 
m ixing I* tho great trouble of the average 
woman. She doesn’t care how m uch paint 
silo daubs on her hands, hut if there is 
the 
slightest 
dough 
on 
her 
lovely 
fingers, it is ‘simply horrid.’ T his kneading 
is all tho real labor there is in m aking 
broad, and it is a good idea for a delicate 
woman to divide lier batch intosm all quan­ 
tities. 
tVe don’t require so m uch kneading 
as we did l(Ma years ago, because the qual­ 
ity of tho flour is better now. Then the 
m ost 
valuable 
portion was 
given 
to 
the pigs and chickens. Tho hest q u ality of 
patent flour Is very ricli in gluten and 
nitrogenous elem ents. Flour of this kind 
has an essential toughness th at reduces Hie 
work of kneading to a m inim um . It is 
necessary to mix the dough well, so th at 
the yeast germ s may I e well distributed. 
"Now that the bread is m ixed I take this 
thick earthen howl, grease the inside w ith 
m elted butter, put in the dough, grease its 
top. cover it w ith t h o ‘bread blanket’ and 
set it away w here the tem perature is 75J. 
It m ust stay there ju st about three hours, 
and at the end < f th at limo it will be prop­ 
erly risen, am t Hie butter on tho top will 
have kept any hard crust from form ing. 
Don’t ever forget th at 
T h o ro is N o Much T h i n g 
as luck in bread-m aking. Bad luck m eans 
ignorance. 
"Now let us talk a little about yeast. 
Compressed yeast is Hie hest, and baking 
powder is abom inable. W hen til© yeast 
cake breaks d ean it is good, lf tho bread 
is allowed to ferm ent over five hours it 
rapidly deteriorates, hence we m ust have 
yeast th at will produce quick ferm entation. 
W hen you have tho proper ferm entation 
your bread will have a sort of becry sm ell, 
because it generates a certain am ount of 
alcohol, 
This 
alcohol 
will all 
be ex­ 
pelled in baking, however, if the latter 
is 
properly 
done. 
Salt 
raising, 
so 
called, is a p u rify in g ferm entation, and 
n otre be tolerated in broad. 
Lf your bread 
is to be oaten fresh it ought to bo based in 
long tw ist lorm . aud when done it should 
be ligtit, and sweet and elastic. If it smell* 
sour and yeasty it is not good. After the 
dough is pl aced in pans it should b eal owed 
tx set iii Hie pans an hour before baking. 
W hen it is done it should 
contain no 
steam .” 
Many other useful hints were given by 
Mrs. Ewing, who put her professions into 
practice by distributing sam ples of 
her 
baking am ong the audience.

“ W hen ai) the silver had Lien raid out of 
the Treasury of tho t oited States, I pro­ 
cured from the Post Office D epartm ent 
quantities of postage stam ps for tho pur­ 
pose of m aking change. To facilitate Die 
m aking of change I had tho stam ps pasted 
on slips of paper so as to 
m ake

Ka\ moral w anted to find a m an who 
could attend system atically to m utters of 
printing and publication. The idea of this 
paper was to offset file ruffianism of the 
Herald on tho one aide and tho fanaticism 
of t Lo 'Tribune on Hie other. Tile conserva­ 
tive, the compromising, the natrn

fellow hastened to help Raymond out. 
it, 
v, as thought to be below reflnetm ut to take 
the Herald aud a sign of radical sim plicity 
to read the Tribune.

There 
being some opposition on the part of his 
fam ily, it is said th a t he was secretly m ar­ 
ried, under the 
nam e 
of 
Owen, and 
lived with her m ost happily for one year, 
w ithout his people having a suspicion of 
his 
m arriage. 
A* child, 
a girl baby, 
was born, and its life caused the m other's 
death. The lather, heartbroken over bis 
irreparable losss, cam e back to K entucky, 
w here he. rem ained a few years, aud then 
w ent to California. His little one, in the 
m eantim e, was placed in tho care of its 
grandparents in St. Louis, Hie father con­ 
tributing most generously to its support and 
education. 
In Calilornia Mr. B reckinridge by his wit 
and brilliancy became the social favorite of 
th e Pacific slope, and was elected and 
served several term s in the Legislature. 
Two years after his first wife's death Mr. 
Breckinridge m et th e beautiful heiress, 
Miss 'levis, Hie daughter of Lloyd Tevis, 
Esq., form erly of K entucky, and now a lo - 
m illionaire of California.

It is said that the le v is 
fam ily gave Mr. B reckinridge 330,000 in 
consideration of allow ing them Hie full 
charge of their grandchildren, and w ith 
this, in fortunate business affairs aud s im u ­ 
lation. be m ade a very com fortable fortune. 
It was 17 years after his first m arriage 
th a t Colonel Owen Breckinridge, then a 
m an of possibly 40 years of age. m arried for 
tho third tim e. It seems to have Keen a ; 
fortunate and happy a m arriage as either of 
tho two preceding, and all went woll for a 
tim e. B ut tho last chapter

with a warm, im pulsive heart, never forgot 
the little "lie, the offspring of his first love, 
aud, determ ined to m ake all reparation in 
Ids power, w cni to St Louis, m ade him self 
known to his daughter, by this tim e a 
splendid specim en of beautiful w om an­ 
hood, aud told lier of th e past and of Ii is 
desire to take her back home w ith him . 
This slie readily consented to do, and father 
and daughter sta rts i for California. 
Upon their arrival. Miss Breckinridge was 
introduced to her stepm other, the third 
Mrs. Breckinridge. 
It is said th a t this 
brought about a disclosure of tho entire his­ 
tory of the husband’s past Hie. and for some 
reason not told caused a separation between 
Mr. Breckinridge and his present wife. All 
1 I t his a t this tim e is t> ing told throughout 
the State, and is causing the greatest sensa­ 
tion in L exington and the surrounding 
country.

the rejection of the (fisheries) treaty by the

F o r m e r ly H I* C o u n t r y m e n , 
as to th eir political course as citizens of the 
U nited States. 
A9 betwe ii this country 
and G reat 
Britain, tilers can be no conttoversy agio 
the com plete severance of 
the ties of 
original allegiance by naturalization; dis: 
m eson this point w eie finally put at rest 
v til© treaty of naturalization concluded 
by tile two countries t il Hie lfftli of May, 
1870, therefore it will not be contended nor 
was such contention ever adm itted by us, 
th a t c tizens of the t tilted States of British 
origin are sub b e t to any claim of the coun­ 
try of their original allegiance. 
The undersigned al o has tho honor to 
call attention to the provisions of section 
5385 ol the Revised S tatutes of the U nited 
States, by w hich severe penalties are vis­ 
ited upon the citizen of the U nited States 
who, w ithout the authority or perm ission 
of this governm ent, ' com m ences or carries 
on any verbal or w ritten correspondence or

"counsels, advises or assists in any such 
col respondeiice” w ith sim ilar unlaw ful 
int ent. 
Tho undersigned respectfully advises th a t 
tho a tt ntion of the attorney gem ral of Hie 
I 'rated States be directed to these enact­ 
m ents. in cr ier th at an investigation may 
be m ade w ith a view to ascertain w hether 
they have not been violated in the present 
case by the correspondent of the British 
m in ster. 
By your direction the attention of the 
B rit'sh governm ent has in a spirit of com ity 
b een ' ailed to tile conduct of th e m inister 
as above described, but w ithout result. It 
therefore becomes n e1 es ary for this gov­ 
ernm ent to consider w hether as Hie guardian 
of its own selfrespect and of the integrity 
of its institutions, it will perm it further in­ 
tercourse to bo held through the present 
B ritish m inister at this capital.

George Clutch of Columbus. Ind., drew 
from ins pocket a brass button, which upon 
inspection proved to he from tho coat of a 
Federal soldier. "Tho little curiosity has a 
history,” said Mr. Clutch. " It is cherished 
by the person who form erly wore it, as it 
probably saved his life.” On being pressed 
to relate th e story regarding it. ho said: 
"D uring th e latter part of th e w ar m y 
brother-in-law, T. F. G allagher,who now re- 
sidi s in Ohio, had tile m isfortune to be cap- 
tured by th e Confederates and was confined 
in Libby prison. A fter he had been there* 
some tim e lie began to feel the need of 
money, w hich would enhance his prospect 
of getting to tho Union linos should ho 
m anage in some way to m ake his escape. 
The fact becoming known toliim th at a sur­ 
geon of his regim ent, who was also a pris­ 
oner, was about to be exchanged, he cut off 
this button from hi© chat, and separating 
the two parts of it m ade a receptacle inside 
by taking out the paper filling. He then 
wrote the following note” : (At this juncture 
Mr. Clutch bv a quick m ovem ent separated 
th e two parts of the button and a.sm all 
piece of paper, yellow w ith age, w added up, 
fell upon th e floor.) 
if we are not exchanged by Dee. I send me 830 
in greenbacks, put in a phial canned up iii a can of 
preserves or blackberries.

I 
was a thousand tim es m ore scared than 
when I preached my first serm on, hut I got 
through w ith it.

ad v erse circu m stan ces th o y a re A dm irably 
ad ap ted to tran sfo rm th e offspring of th e 
m an y race: and n atio n s w hich com pose th e 
b u lk of tile A m erican people in to w h at we 
m ay call A m erican citizens, i.e .. in to m en 
an d w om en w ho ap p reciate and love th e 
in stitu tio n s by w hich th e United State* avo 
governed, an d w ho fit in to th e civilization 
w h ich is prevail lit w ith in th e ir borders. 
It is a truism , an d no t a novel one, th a t 
th e A m erican nation is yet in its infancy. 
T h e v n g in soil of th is c o n tin e n t a ttra c te d 
to its shores from foreign lau d s an invasion 
of m en w ho w ished to P etter th e ir condi­ 
tio n .

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GRAYELOTTE TO SEDAN. 


General Sheridan’s Experi­ 
ence With the Prussians. 


Gallant PhiTs Own Story of His Obser­ 


vations in the Battle. 


A Narrative of Great Interest, Full of 


Incidents aud Anecdotes. 


The No veinier num ber of 
Scribner's 
M agazine contains General Sheridan's nar­ 
rative of some of his experiences during 
the Franco-Ptussi&n war. The article is 
entitled ‘From G ravolotte to Sedan.” intl 
gives a graphic sketch of the'C battles but 
the most interesting portions of the article, 
at least to American readers, are the purely 
personal ones describing the every-day life 
and m anners of Bismarck, Kaiser W ilhelm j 
and Yon Moltke. and revea’lng incidentally I 
pereral characteristic traits of the d stin- ; 
^nighed narrator himself. "G allant Phil” I 
wrote as he fought, rapidly, bluntly and ' 
picturesquely, as the following extracts 
from the Scribner article bear w .tness: 
President G iant tov ted me to come to J 
cee him at Long Branch before I should I 
sail, aud during my brief visit there lie , 
asked which army ) wish to a com pany— I 
tn e G erm an or the French. I fold him the 
G erm an, for the reason th at I thought more 
could be seen with Hie successful side, and 
that th e indications pointed to the deb at of 
the French. Be.ort we separated the presi­ 
dent gave me a letter to th e representatives 
of our goi em inent abroad, and with it I 
not only had no trouble in obtaining per- 
uiiesiou to go with tile Germans, but was 
specially favored by b e n g invited to ac- 
c mnauy the headquarters of the king of 
Prussia. 
. 
, 
, 
W hen Count Bismarck received me he 
W as clothed in the undress uniform of tho 
Cuirassier Kegim lit, of which lie was the 
colonel. During the inter , iew which en ­ 
sued he exhibited at tim es deep anxiety re­ 
garding the conflict now im m inent, tor it 
was the night belore Grave lotto, but his 
conversati' n was mostly devoted to the 
s ate of public sentim ent in America alo u t 
which he >eemed much concerned, iu m ir­ 
ing repeatedly as to winch side—France or 
Prussia was charge w .th bringing on the 
war. Expressing a desire to witness the 
battle, which was expected to occur the 
next day. aud rem arking th at I 
had 
not had sufficient tune to pro toe the 
necessary transportation, he told me to 
be readv at 4 o 'd o k til 
the m orning 
and he would take me out iii his own 
carriage and present me to the king, add­ 
ing that lie would ask one of his ow ii staff 
ofticers who he knew had one or two extra 
horses to em me one. As I did not know 
just w hat my status would be, ami bavin : 
explan ed to the president before leaving 
America that I wished to accompany tho 
German army unofficially, I hardly knew 
whether to appear in uniform or not. so I 
.poke of thi- rn itter too, and tho count, 
after some reflection, thought it best for me 
to wear my undress uniform, m inus the 
sword, however, because I was a non-com­ 
batant. 
.Not far from Mars-la-To’tr we alighted, 
and in a little while an a de de caum "as 
introduced, who inform ed me that he was 
there to conduct and present me to his 
m aie-ty. the king of Prussia. 
His ma i sty, taking my hand in both of 
his, gave me a thorough welcome express­ 
ing,Tike Count Bismarck, through an inter­ 
preter, much interest as to the sentim ent in 
my own countr 
about the war. 
i he con­ 
versation, which wa brief, as neither of us 
anoke the other’s native tongue, conduitcd 
by his m ajettv’s requesting me rn the most 
cordial way to accompany his head mat ters 
during the campaign. T hanking him for 
his kindness. I rejoined Count Bism arck's 
party, and, our hordes having arri eel in the 
m eantime, we mounted anti moved off to 
the position selected for Hie king to wit­ 
ness the ow ning ol the battle. 
When the French guns opened fire it was 
discovered th a t tile king’s position tv s 
w ithin easy range, man 
of the shells fall­ 
ing near enough to m ake the place ex­ 
trem e y uncom fortable. so it was sugget ted 
that he go to a less exposed point. At fi st 
he refused to listen to tins wise i-ounsel, but 
yielded finally, leaving the ground with re­ 
luctance. however, aud went back toward 
Keeouville. 
After describing the varying fortunes of 
the I tattle and tho final success of the Ger­ 
mans, the general returns to personal m at­ 
ters: 
During the excitem ent of the day I had 
not much felt the w an t-of either food or 
water, but now that a I was over I was 
nearly e hausted, having had neither since 
early morning. 
Indeed, all of the party 
were in like s'raits; the immense arm ies 
had not only t aten up nearly everything in 
the country, but had drunk all lite w ells 
dry, too. and there seemed no rePef fortis 
till, luckily, a squad of soldiers came along 
the road with a small cask of w inc in a cart. 
One of the staff officers instantly ap p ro p r- 
ated 
the k g and proceeded to share 
his prize most generously. 
Never had I 
tasted anything so refreshing ami delicious, 
hut as tne wine was the Ord,nary sour stuff 
drunk by the peasantry of northern France 
mv appreciation rn st be ascribi d to my 
fam ished condition rather than to any vir­ 
tues of Hie beverage itself. After I had 
thus quenched my thirst tile king s brother 
called me aside, and, drawing from Itis 
coat-tail pocket a piece of stale black bread 
divided it with me 
A change of quarter hav ng been decided 
on. Bismarck and Sheridan set off to find a 
new shelter. Bismarck finally decided upon 
the second floorof a house in which the first 
r oor was covered with wounded men. The 
narrative continues as follows 
At daylight I awoke, and seeing that 
Count Bismarck was already dressed and 
about to go down the ladder I fe t obliged 
to follow his exam ple; so I. too, turned out 
and shortly descended to the ground floor, 
the only delays of the toilet being those 
incident to dressing, for there were no con­ 
veniences for morning ablutions. Just out- 
side the door I m et the count, who, proudlv 
exhibiting a couple of eggs he It id bought 
from the woman of the house, invited me to 
breakfast with hint, provided we could hog 
some coffee from the king’sescort. P utting 
the 
eggs 
under 
my 
charge 
with 
many 
injunctions 
as 
to 
their 
safe­ 
keeping, he went off to forage for trie 
coffee, and presently returned, having been 
m oderately snoot *afuL One egg apiece vt as 
hardly enough, however, to appease the 
craving ol two strong m en ravenous from 
long fasting. Indeed, it seemed only to 
vi bet the appetite, and ive both set out on 
an eager expedition for more food. Before 
going far I had Hie good luck to meet a 
Butler’s wagon, and though his stock was 
about ail sold, there were slid left four 
large bologna sausages, which I prom ptly 
purchased-paying a round sum for them , 
to o -an d hastening back found the count 
already returned, though w ithout br puton 
anything at all to e a t; but he had secured a 
couple of bottles of brandy, and with a 
little of th is—it was excellent, too—and the 
sausages the slim ration of eggs aud coffee 
was amply reinforced. 


By 3 o’clock th at afternoon, the French 
being in a desperate and hopeless situation, 
the king ordered the firing to be stopped, 
and at once despatched one of his -taff— 
Colonel von Bronsart—with a dem and for a 
surrender. Just as this officer wa- s tarting 
off I rem arked to Bismarck th at Napoleon 
him self would likely be one of the prizes, 
bat the count, incredulous) replied: “O. no, 
the old fox is too cunning to be caught in 
such a trap: he has doubtless slipped off to 
P aris”- a belief which I found to prevail 
pretty generally about headquarters. 
Between 4 and 5 o’clock Colonel Von 
Bronsart returned from b : s mission to Sedan, 
bringing word to the King th t the < om- 
m anding o ncer there. General Wimpfton, 
w ithed to know. in order that the furth 
effusion of blood m ight be spared, upon 
w hat term s he m ight urrender. The colonel 
brought the intelligence, also, th a t the 
French em ieror was in the town. Soon 
after Vop E rousart's arrival 
a 
French 
officer 
approached 
from 
Sedan, 
pre­ 
ceded by 
a white flag 
and 
two Ger­ 
man officers. Coming up the road till w ithin 
a few hundred yards of us they h ailed ; 


Tho chancellor, w ithout w asting tim e to 
answ er raised the bottle to his lins, ex­ 
claim ing 
Here's to tho unification of Ger­ 
m any." which sentim ent the gurgling of an 
astonish ugly long drink seemed to em pha­ 
size. Tho count then handed the lo t Ie 
back to his nephew, who, shaking it, e acil­ 
iated, "W hy, we can’t pledge you in return 
—there is nothing left:” to which cam e the 
waggish response, "I l eg cardon ; it w as so 
d ark I couldn’t see.’’ Nevi rf beless. there 
was a little rem aining, as I myself can aver. 
Near the gate or the city we cam e on the 
G erm an picket line and one of the officers 
recognizing 
our 
uniform s — he having 
served in the war of tho rebellion-stepped 
forward and addressed m e in g od English. 
We naturally fell into conversation, aud in 
the m idst of it there cam e out through the 
gate an open carriage or landau containing 
iw > men, one of whom. in the uniform of a 
general and sm oking a cigarette, we recog- 
ni od. when the conveyance drew near, as 
the Em peror l ouis Napoleon. The landau 
w onton t ward Douche y ’t a lively pace. 
I and we. inferring th a t there was soine- 
1 thing more im portant at hand 
ast then 
than the recovery of our trap . followed at a 
respectful <1 step o. Not unite a m ile from 
Dom hery is a cluster of three or four cot­ 
tages, and at tne first oi the-e Hie landau 
stopped to wait, as v e aiterw ard ascer­ 
tained. Count Bism arck, with whom tho 
diplom atic negotiations were to be settled.

Romance of the W hite 
Ant Which 
Blind and Yet Accomplishes M arvels. 


[Baltim ore Am erican.I 
One portion of Professor D rum m ond's re­ 
cent bo k, "Tropical Africa,” reads like a 
fairy tale. It is the wonderful rom ance of 
the w hite ant- It is a amati ins ct. witli a 
bl’ ated, yellowish-white body and a some­ 
w hat large thorax, obinntr-shapod. and col­ 
ored a disagreeable oily Frown. The ter- 
m ite lives alm ost exclusively upon wood, 
and the m om ent a tree Is cut or a log sawn 
for any economical purpose, this insect is 
upon its track. < hie may never see the in­ 
sect. possibly, in the flesh, for it lives under 
ground; but it, ravages confront one at 
every turn. 
The w hite ant is blind; it has m any enc 
tules, and ran never proeu e food until it 
comes above ground. 
How does it solve the 
difficulty? It takes the ground out along 
with it. I have seen w hite ant< w< rkm g on 
the top of a high tree, and yet they were 
underground. 
I boy took up some ol Hie 
ground w ith them to the tree-top. list as 
the Esquim aux heap up snow. building it 
into the low tunnel huts in which they liv e; 
so the w hite ants < olleet earth, only in this 
c ase not from the surface, hut fr in s me 
depth underneath the ground into tunneled 
ways. 
Occasion ally these run along the 
ground, but more olten m ount in endle s 
ramification t ihe tops of trees, m eander­ 
ing a ong each bra cli and twig, and hero 
and there debouching into large covered 
channels, which occupy half the girth of 
tlte trunk. 
Millions of trees in some dis­ 
tricts ate thus fantastically plastered over 
with tubes, galled s and cnam ors of earth, 
and m any pounds’ w-oght of subsoil m ust 
be brought up for the m ining of even a 
single tree. 
1'ei ring over the growing wall ane soon 
discovers one, tw > nr more term ites of a 
som ewhat lar er build, considerably longer 
and w it 11 a very different ariangem ent of 
the part of the bend, and est ac ally ol the 
m lid b e s 
These im portant -looking mdi- 
v duals saunter a ’ out the tam p an in the 
most lei rifely way, but y»t w ith a certain 
air of busine s. as if, perhaps, the one was 
the m aster oi w otks and the other the archi­ 
tect. They are posted there as sentri s, 
and the e they svaud or prom enade about 
at the mouth of every tunnel, like Sister 
Ann. t i see if anybo v is coming. Some­ 
time* somebody does come in the shape of 
another ant—the real ant this tim e. not the 
defenceless Neuropteroii. hut some valiant 
and belted knight from the w arlike Forrni- 
cid . Singly or in troops, this tapaciou* 
little insect, fearless iii it chitinous coat of 
mail, charges down the tree trunk, its 
anteim 
waiving defiance to the enem y and 
its cruel m andibles thirsting for term ite 
blood. 
The worker w hite ant is a poor, defence­ 
less orca tire. a ' d. blind and unarm ed, 
would fall an im m ediate pray to these we I- 
drilled 
anditti. who fot ag ■ about ut every 
tropical forest in unnum bered legion. But 
at the critical m om ent, like Goliatn from 
the Philistines, the soldier term ite advances 
to tlie tight. W ith a few sw ens of Irs 
scythed ike jaws it clears Hie ground, and 
while the atta king party is earring off its 
dead the builders, unconscious of the fray, 
quietly continue their work.

'l ite great ant m ounds are built in a m esh­ 
work of tunnels, galleries and chambers, 
where the social interests of the com m unity 
are attended to. The most spacious of these 
cham bers, usually far underground, is very 
properly allocated to the head of the society 
the queen. The qu>en term ite is a very 
rare inse t. and as there are seldom more 
than one. or at most two. to a, colony, and 
as the royal apartm ents are hidden far in 
tee earth, few persons have ever seen a 
queen, and indeed most, if they did happen 
to come across it, from its singular appear­ 
ance. would refuge to believe th at it had 
any conite Hon w ith w hite ants. Her one 
duty in life is to lay eggs, and it must be 
confess d she discharge.-, her funct:on with 
com plete success, for in a single day her 
progeny often am ounts to m any thousands.

The Silk Threads in Bank Notes.

The paper on w hich bank notes 
are 
printed is called "distinctive paper,” being 
used exclusively by the governm ent for the 
printing of bonds and current notes. The 
m ills w here it is m anufactured are a t Glen 
Falls, W estC nester county, Penn, An agent 
of the Treasury D epartm ent receives the 
paper direct floin the hands of the m anu­ 
facturer. and every precaution is observed 
in order to prevent any Joss. 
Short scraps 
of red silk are m ixed w ith the liquid pulp 
in an engine. 
Tile tin shed m aterial if conducted to a 
w ire cloth w ithout passing through any 
screens, which n rg b t retain the silken 
threads. An arrangem ent above the wire 
cloth scatters a show er of fine scraps of blue 
silk thread, which falls upon the paper 
while it is being formed. The side on winch 
the blue silk is deposited is used for Ute 
back of notes, and th e threads are so deeply 
im bedded as to rem ain perm anently fixed. 
E ach sheet is registered as soon as it is made.

Tho b utt of parngraphers'; the sport of 
politicians; the plaything of contractors. 
This is w hat the I n ted States navy has 
been since the close of the w ar u ntil 1884. 
W ith the advent of the new adm inistration 
business m ethods took possession of the 
Navy D epartm ent, and 
under Secretary 
W hitney it has been ru n as a business insti- 
tion. 
It is no wonder th a t we have never had a 
navy until the present tim e when one con­ 
siders the m ethods under which the depart­ 
m ent was m anas) d. 
Here is a sam ple chapter of naval “ad- 
jn in istratio n .” 
Among the vessels sold during the year 
1887 was the Tennt ssee. The history of 
th a t vessel is rem arkable and highly in­ 
structive. She was b uilt and equipped in 
th e New York Navy Yard and her m a­ 
chinery designed bv the em inent engineer, 
John Erricsson, at a cost of $700,000. Her 
total original cost was $l,8o0.O7fi. Upon 
lier trial trip in January, 1867,she attained a 
speed of IG knots, and encountered a h u rri­ 
cane w hich she w eathered splendidly. In 
his report on the trip her com m ander says. 
‘‘She is tile fastest ship I have ever seen.” 
And the chief engineer gave her m achinery 
the m ost unstinted praise. 
Two years later some favorite contractor 
had to be taken ca’ e of, or some political 
exigency dem anded the em ploym ent of 
num erous additional m en a t certain navy 
yards, and it was found necessary to "re­ 
p air” the vessel, and the m odest sum of 
$576,799 w as spent in "repairs.” It was the 
full price of a new wooden hull of her size 
at th a t tim e. She then m ade a eruiso of 
three m onths, and w ent into the hands of 
John Roach, to enable him to take out the 
m achinery 
and 
boilers 
and substitute 
others of a superior character. In 1875 this 
new m achinery was tried, and. wonder­ 
ful 
to relate, although 
over $800,000 
bad been spent in m aking these chances, 
the Tennessee, which before had had a 
speed of ic, knots, and had m aintained 15 
knots for four continuous hours, could now 
only m ake 10% knots: and it m ust be 
rem em bered th at, in addition to the very 
large sum which Ila I been paid Mr. Roach, 
ho had been presented w ith the old m a­ 
chinery, which was valued at $65,000. 
And yet this m achinery had cost $700,000, 
had not been in actual service six m onths, 
had never been surveyed and condem ned 
by a government; hoard, nor its value tixed 
by any governm ent officials, but it was 
sim ply sold to Roach as old iron. 
T hat is to say, from 1869 to 1875 the T en­ 
nessee had had three m onths’ service and 
had cost in repairs and im provem ents b u t 
a fraction less than $1,500,000. 
Tw elve years afterw ards she was con­ 
dem ned by a board as unseaw orthy and not 
worth repairing, and ordered sold, having 
had put upon lier. betw een 1875 and 1887, 
tho addiiioiial sum of $577,716.17. She 
brought $31,OOO at the auction sale. She 
had cost the governm ent $3,800,000 in 
round num bers, and had done a! out IO 
years of activ e' service outside of repair 
shops and navy yam s. 
In com m enting on the startling history of 
th e Tennessee, Secretary W hitney caustic­ 
ally observes: “ It is often th e subject of 
wonder w hat has become of the $70,000,000 
spent upon w ar vessels since tho close of 
th e war. This bit of history will serve as 
an illustration.” 
The U nited S tites now have the nucleus 
of a navy, and it is a navy of which no na­ 
tion need 
feel asham ed. 
To Secretary 
"Whitney the chief credit m ust he given for 
th is fact, and alter him to Commodore T. D. 
W ilson, 
tho 
chief 
constructor,

In 
addition 
to 
this 
gentlem an, the etYorts of the secretary 
have been m ost abiv reinforced bv tho 
heads of bureaux: Commodore 
Schley, 
chief of equipm ent, who is charged w ith 
th e m anufacture of all th e interior fittings 
and sundries, m ost of them being m ade at 
th e Boston Navy Y ard; Commodore John G. 
W alker, Commodore Sicard, chief of ord­ 
nance. and Engiueer-in-Chief George 
\\. 
Melville. Had th e p re s e n t adm inistration 
done nothing else hut b u ild u p the navy, 
th a t alone should en title it to th e respect 
rand gratitude of th e country at large. 
A good deal has been published of late in 
detached articles of tile new navy, but very 
few people have any real idea of w hat a 
form idable beet it really is. The following 
brief descriptions of the new vessels will 
convey an adequate idea of our naval fo rce: 
The Maine. 
I The Maine is an arm ored cruiser, and 
■will possess all the qualities deem ed m ost 
essential in a ship of th a t class; guns pow­ 
erful enough to right anything of her own 
size and speed enough to be able to show a 
clean pair of heels if necessary. 
This vessel was designed by Commodore 
Theodore D. Wilson, .chief constructor of 
th e navy, to m eet the requirem ents of a 
board of officers organized by order of j-ec- 
retary W hitney, of which Commodores Sio- 
ard, .Schley, .Melville and 
Wilson were 
m em bers, aud has bein fully approved bv 
th e secretary. Tho m achinery was designed 
by the engineer in chief. 
.She is a twiu-screw arm ored vessel. 6648 
tons. 8750 horse power, wiih a speed of 17 
knots. Her length is .'Ho feet; breadth, 57 
f e d ; draught, 
feet. The vital parts 
are protected iv a bolt of arm or ll inches 
thick, three feet a ove aud four feet below 
lier w ater line, the gunport plates being 
l i t e inches in th ckness. The revolving 
parts of the turrets and spaces required for 
loading are protected i y fixed breastw orks 
cl oval shape IO • inches thick. Un the 
foi ward end the side arm or term inates in 
a six-inch stee'-arm ored bulkhead. T here 
is 
a steel-arm ored 
conning 
to tter IO 
inches iii thickness, in winch the ves­ 
sel’s steering 
heel to be used in action is 
located, aud from which the com m anding 
officer m ay direct the m ovem ents of tho 
vesso', and it lie desires fire any or all of he 
m ain battely guns by electricity. There is 
an under-w ater prot cted deck a t the for­ 
ward end of th e vessel two inches in th ck- 
ness. running down to aud connecting w ith 
the stem on a line w th the ram part of the 
stem . For the length occupied ny the side 
belt of 11-inch arm or there is a steel i ro- 
tected deck two in d ies in thickness. 'Ibis 
arm or deck slopes from the top of th e stele 
arm or, at its alter end being four inches 
in til ckness until it reaches below tho 
water, where it is two inches thick, protect­ 
ing m agazines and steering gear. 
The vessel is bark rigged, spreading 7135 
iquate feet of canvas. The fore and main* 
Basts 
are ; fitted 
w ith m ilitary 
tops, 
iach m ounting two m achineguns. There 
ire 174 w atertight com partm ents. Every 
Modern im provem ent in offensive aud do- 
ftjfrdva m aterial, aud every appliance to 


insure the health and com fort of officers 
and crew has been adopted. Ample pro­ 
vision has been m ade for light and ventila­ 
tion. both natural 
and 
artificial. 
The 
pum ping system is very elaborate. Electrie 
lights supply the internal illum ination, and 
three search lights serve to show the ap 
proacb of an enemy. 
In addition to tho 
usual allowance ol boats there are two tor­ 
pedo boats, each • 0 feet long. 
The vessel will have two vertical inverted 
triple expansion engines in separate w ater­ 
tig h t com partm ent. 
Tho cylinders are 
35 2, 57 and 88 inches in diam eter, w ith a 
stroke of 36 inches. There ure two three- 
bladed screws w ith a dism aler of 15 feet. 
The main battery consists of four I o-inch 
and six six-tnch breech-loaders. 
The 10- 
inch guns are m ounted in pairs in turrets 
protected by l o 1 a inches of steel armor. 
The turrets are placed en echelon so th at 
four 10-inch 
and two six-inch guns can 
be fired directly in line w ith the keel 
ahead or astern. The six-inch guns are 
m ounted on central pivot carriages, pro­ 
tected bv a segm ental steel shield two 
inches thick. The tu rret guns have a com ­ 
plete train on one side of 180°, and on the 
other of n o . The fire or four ten-inch and 
three six-inch guns can be converged or 
concentrated on a point IOO feet from the 
side of the vessel, and 13 rapid-firing guns 
can be used if necessary directly ahead. 
The secondary battery is so disposed as to 
ae ure a heavy bow and stern tire. 
It con­ 
sists of eight rapid firing guns of different 
calibres. 13 revolving cannon and four g al­ 
ling guns. There are seven torpedo launch­ 
ing tubes, three below the w ater and lour 
on the berth deck. 


•out the length of the m achinery spaces and 
the sides of the vess I. will be rf.led w ith 
coal, form ing a coal-arm our belt. 
Tfie m ain turnery of the Newark consists 
of 12 • -inch breech loading n cs m ounted 
on sponsons on central pivot carriages.w ith 
circular 2-inch steel shields tided to each 
carriage to protect the gun’s crew as well 
as the m echanism of the guns and ear 
riages. All the guns on one side can be con­ 
centrated o i an ob cot 30 feet from the side 
of the vessel. Tho shell of the m ain but­ 
tery weighs IOO pounds (tho powder charge 
is 50 pounds) and will pierce 13 inches of 
iron at the muzzle. 
The secondary battery consists of four 
six-pounders, four 7-incliHo cbki-s revolv­ 
ing cannon one one pounder and tw o short 
gamings. A Hotchkiss gun is m ounted in 
the fore and aft top. The vessel has six 
t' roc do launching tu es. and in addition 
will have a om plete outfit of boat spar tor­ 
pedo gear and charges . 
The contract price is $1,248,000. 
U nifier 4’hnrlestnn. 
This cruiser is now boing built at the 
Union Iron Works, San Francisco, at a cost 
ct $1.1 OO.no.i. She is built upon the plans 
of th e sw ift Japanese cruiser N aniw a Ran. 
built by Sir W illiam G. Arm stiong. w ith 
slight m odifications, and the sip siltation 
of s inch for Kvin h rifles. The Charleston 
is 320 feet long, 46 feet beam , 18 feet ii 
inches draught, displacem ent 3730 t o n s , 
horse power 7650. spe ed 18.9 knots.

Japan, and their rocky islam! is said to lie 
full of m inerals. As a political factor, how­ 
ever, they are nothing. 


Tho big cities of Japan are in tho island of 
Hondo, which lies south of the Yezo and 
which is several hundreds of miles long and 
at places 200 nil os wide. Here are tho 
chief agricultural regions, tho m anufactur­ 
ing districts and, in short, Japan. Tokio 
itself has a m illion inhabitants and it lies 
in the centre of the em pire. Ila distances 
are more m agnificent than those of W ash­ 
ington and its size is about that of Phila­ 
delphia. 
Three hundred miles 
west <*f 
Tokio is Osaka, which has about as m any in­ 
habitants as Chteago. and a very few m i'es 
off irom this is Biota, which was form erly 
the capital of the em pire, and which boasts 
as many people as W ashington, Ran as 
City or Cleveland. O saka is now the New 
York of Japan, and Kinta, w ith its tem ples, 
may be called the Mecca of the em pire. 
N agoia and Kanazawa are cities each hav­ 
ing over 100,000 population, and there are 
a dozen other cities in Japan, each of which 
contains from 40 OOO to 80,000 people. 
There are countless villages and many 
small cities, and the land of Japan hasbeen 
a semi-civilized country for centuries. 


Japan is a land of m ountains and valleys, 
and it has as many different clim ates its the 
United States. You m ay find your M inne­ 
sota in Yezo. your H o n d a about Nagasaki. 
ami over all you will find the green of old 
Ireland. Surrounded by the sea. the air is 
ever full of m oisture, and oven rn w inter 
the land is green. It is a land of flowers. I 
saw cam ellia hedges like trees near Yoko­ 
hama. There are acres and quarter sec­ 
tions of water about Tokio covered with 
lotus flowers as big as a round flve-cont loaf 
of American bread aud surrounded by 
green discs, each of which is as big as a 
nalm leaf Ian. 
The w isteria hero grows 
wild and Japan is tho land of the chrysan­ 
them um . This flower form s the crest of tho 
Mikado, and the poetic nature of the Jap ­ 
an se people is shown in their love for 
flowers. 
They have their flower shows 
throe tim es a m onth and when the ire s 
blossom the whole nation goes wild. Flower 
pedlars are everyw here and Tokio is a city 
of gardens, 


T he biggest m ountain in Japan is Fugi- 
yam a, an extinct volcano whose sum m it is 
over 12,000 feet above tho sea. Its snowy 
peak looks down upon mn as I w rite this 
letter, and the story of the volcano a t Band­ 
man is still new. 
There are now over 
20 active aud hundreds of dorm ant vol­ 
canos in Japan, and the land is one of 
earthquakes. Some persons B l a t e that Tokio 
has an earthquake every day of the year, 
but if so, they are im perceptible, for I have 
been here a m onth and h are noticed but 
one. which was only a slight shiver of tho 
earth, which passed away in a m inute. The 
Japanese of olden tim es believed th at the 
earthquake# cam e from a gigantic fish, 
which, living in the sea, bum ped its nose or 
struck its tau against the coast in its angor. 
This shook the earth and caused it to crack 
and trem ble. 


The old Japan divided the population into 
five classis. At the top was the Mikado, 
who was supposed to be descended from the 
gods, and who ruled suprem e. U nder bim 
cam e the shogun or com m ander in-chief of 
tile im perial arm y, who for generations be­ 
fore the revolution had usurped the power 
of the Mikado and who held his C ourt here 
at Tokio while he kept the Mikado, as a 
figure-head 30,> miles away et Kioto. Under 
tho shogun served the arm y wl lob was 
m ade up of Daimios and 
am ural. The 
I aimios were dukes and tile Sam urai their 
retainers. They lived in fine st Ie hero at 
Tokio and in the country, and bad low one 
and two-story palaces with black and w hile 
chocker! ob rd walled houses wi h heavy 
roo s running around them , in which lived 
th e irs Idlers. 
When the revolution cam e tho shogun 
was i nt down, the Mikado was made the 
real ruler of the country, and the dukes and 
solders were forced to give up their swords 
an I their habitation#. Manv of them were 
taken into, the new governm ent, and many 
of them are now engaged in trade. Most of 
Hie Daimios were paul pensions iii lieu 
of their lands, aud some of them Having 
sold their rights are am ong the poorest of 
the poor in Japan today 
J he new Japan 
aim s to establ sh itself on the basis of our 
and the European civilization. It is rapidly 
advancing, and it is now a land of post offi­ 
ces, telegraphs and schools.

The m ilk should by 
heated, not boiled.
